HOMELESSNESS IS NOT A CRIME 

Starting on Monday, July 1, new rules governing 
street behavior went into effect across the city. 

Now “aggressive solicitation” is criminalized, not 
simple panhandling. Sitting, lying, and camping 
are now permitted in public places, as long as 
doing so does not cause an obstruction or present 
material danger. Camping in public parks and on 
private property remains illegal, despite what 
local TV news might imply on social media. 


PLEASE SCOOT SAFELY The city’s new 

scooter regulations also went into effect on 
Monday. If you hop on an electric scooter, remem¬ 
ber these rules: Riders under 18 must wear a 
helmet; mobile devices are only allowed if used 
hands-free; one rider per scooter; park scooters 
responsibly; and most importantly, you can ride on 
the sidewalk, but must do so in a “reasonable and 
prudent manner.” Don’t be unreasonable. 

NEW HOUSING GRANT Mayor Steve Adler 

isn’t returning from Hawaii empty handed; while at 
the U.S. Conference of Mayors in Honolulu, Adler 
announced Austin had received from the group a 
$100,000 grant aimed at preserving affordable 
housing for working families. The money will be 
managed by the Austin Housing Conservancy 
Fund, and it will be mostly used to protect aging 
apartment complexes from being swooped up by 
new owners intending to renovate the units and 
raise prices. 



END THE ABUSE The now-notorious visit 
on Monday to the El Paso and Clint Border Patrol 
stations by the Congressional Hispanic Caucus - 
chaired by Joaquin Castro and including 
Alexandria Ocasio-Cortez - was also joined by a 
number of Texas lawmakers, including Rep. James 
Talarico, D-Round Rock, who signed the joint letter 
demanding the Department of Homeland Security 
end the abuse of children and families. Video 
recordings made surreptitiously by Castro of the 
horrifying conditions have added yet more fuel to 
the fire.

ABORTION'S STILL LEGAL, Y'ALL 

Hitting back at the all-male City Council decision 
to outlaw abortion, reproductive health advocacy 
groups have planted two billboards in Waskom, 
Texas defending abortion rights.

The Victory of Tom DeLay 

WITH REDISTRICTING RULING, SCOTUS SAYS IT’S OK TO CHEAT TO WIN 


It’s definitely not a reflex I would recom¬ 
mend, but over the weekend I found myself 
thinking of Tom DeLay. The 
occasion was the release of the 
Supreme Court opinion in 
Rucho v. Common Cause, a 
combined ruling on challenges 
to legislative redistricting in 
North Carolina and Maryland. 

Advocates of fair districting 
had been hoping that these 
cases would finally begin to 
restrain the most extreme 
forms of partisan redistricting - painfully 
familiar to Texas voters, and to Travis 
County residents in particular. Indeed, as 


these cases approached SCOTUS, the lower 
courts ruled that the partisan gerrymanders 
they reflected had gone too far 
in disenfranchising voters from 
the minority party (Democrats 
in North Carolina, Republicans 
in Maryland). 

Thus ended the good news. A 
5-4 SCOTUS majority ruled (at 
great length but small logic) 
that while extreme partisan 
gerrymandering is indeed lam¬ 
entable - even unconstitutional 
- there is nothing the federal courts can or 
should do about it, as it is a matter entirely 
left to Congress and state legislatures. The 


court majority - Chief Justice John Roberts 
(who wrote the opinion) and Justices 
Clarence Thomas, Samuel Alito, Neil 
Gorsuch, and Brett Kavanaugh - typically 
do not shy away from proclaiming the 
august authority of the court, but in this 
case declared they are simply powerless to 
find a sufficiently “neutral” solution. 

In other words, the legislature burglars 
may have robbed the bank, but we just have 
to hope they will see fit to return the money. 
“We conclude,” they sigh, “that partisan 
gerrymandering claims present political 
questions beyond the reach of the federal 
courts.”

DEMOCRACY UNDERMINED 

In a spirited, personal dissent, Justice 
Elena Kagan (joined by Justices Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg, Stephen Breyer, and Sonia 
Sotomayor) is at some pains to point out that 
the majority has ample precedent and reason 
to act - they simply choose not to do so. 
Kagan begins bluntly: “For the first time ever, 
this Court refuses to remedy a constitutional 
violation because it thinks the task beyond 
judicial capabilities.” Kagan’s opinion - which 
may yet prove historically prescient - is worth 
quoting at more length: “The partisan gerry¬ 
manders in these cases deprived citizens of 
the most fundamental of their constitutional 
rights: the rights to participate equally in the 
political process, to join with others to 
advance political beliefs, and to choose their 
political representatives. In so doing, the par¬ 
tisan gerrymanders here debased and dis¬ 
honored our democracy, turning upside-down 
the core American idea that all governmental 
power derives from the people.” 

Moreover, she continues, the specific 
cases under review themselves provide the 
resolution that the majority purports to find 
so inconceivable. “The majority’s abdica¬ 
tion comes just when courts across the 
country, including those below, have 
coalesced around manageable judicial stan¬ 
dards to resolve partisan gerrymandering 
claims.” By giving a pass to these extreme 
gerrymanders, Kagan says, “the majority 
goes tragically wrong.” 

THE COURT’S MAJORITY HAS

THE ROOTS OF RUCHO 

Kagan’s opinion merits much praise - 
she goes on to show in great detail how the 
lower courts managed to find and employ 
the standards of fair redistricting that the 
majority claims are impossible or somehow 
illegitimate, even as they sentimentally 
agree that the partisan gerrymanders 
those courts corrected indeed violate the 
Constitution. But only judicial courtesy 
enables Kagan to call the majority’s con¬ 
clusion “tragically wrong.” 

That’s true only if you ignore the last two 
decades of political history: the ongoing 
record of radical Republican redistricting 
across the South; the repeated and aggres¬ 
sive episodes of voter suppression and voter 
purges; and the plain fact that the Supreme 
Court itself has been gerrymandered, with 
the suppression of Merrick Garland and the 
elevation of Gorsuch and Kavanaugh, to 
install a reactionary GOP majority. With 
this opinion, the court’s majority has not 
gone “tragically wrong” - it is doing exactly 
what it was appointed to do. 

And that’s how I found myself reflecting 
on long-departed GOP hatchetman Tom 
DeLay, who used Texas as a personal 
national laboratory for radical gerryman¬ 
dering - redistricting and re-redistricting 
until the GOP had imposed congressional 
and legislative maps that have politically 
shaped the past two decades here and in 
D.C., and which make it both extremely 
difficult and mandatory that the Democratic 
minority flip the Texas House next year. 

For painful and necessary reflection, 
search “Tom DeLay,” “redistricting,” and 
“re-redistricting” in the Chronicle archives 
(an unhappy exercise, I know). The founda¬ 
tion of the Rucho majority opinion was laid 
in Texas, and in Texas it must be uprooted 
and undone. ■ 


RODNEY REED LOSES LATEST APPEALS 

Rodney Reed’s legal battle will continue following 
the Texas Court of Criminal Appeals’ decision to 
deny the death row inmate’s latest 
requests for relief. In a six-page ruling, 
the state’s highest criminal court on 
Wednesday, June 26, denied two sep¬ 
arate appeals from Reed, convicted in 
1998 for the Bastrop County murder of 
Stacey Stites in what has become one 
of the highest-profile cases on Texas’ 
death row. The case against Reed is 
anchored by DNA evidence that the 
prosecution connects to sexual assault; 

Reed maintains he had a relationship with Stites, 
whose fiance Jimmy Fennell Jr. - then a Giddings 
police officer - was (and remains) the only other 
plausible suspect, with the two men each proclaiming 


the other’s guilt. Ten years after the murder, Fennell 
pleaded guilty to raping a woman in his custody as a 
Georgetown police officer and was freed last year after 
a decade behind bars. 

In one of his appeals, Reed argued 
that the “scientific experts’ opinions” 
on which his conviction rested were 
“false when given and have since been 
changed.” The CCA said Reed not 
only failed to prove that these claims 
could not have been argued previ¬ 
ously, but that he in fact had argued 
them previously, having challenged 
testimony from often-controversial 
medical examiner Roberto Bayardo 
in previous appeals, though not at his original trial. 
(Bayardo himself would later claim that his testimony 
was misused by the prosecution.)

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The CCA’s second denial followed an October 
2017 hearing in which new testimony was presented. 
Following a 2016 CNN interview, Bastrop County 
Sheriff’s Deputy Curtis Davis - a longtime friend of 
Fennell - recalled that on the day Stites’ body was 
found on the side of the road, Fennell told Davis that 
he’d stayed out later the night before than he eventu¬ 
ally told police and testified to at Reed’s trial, and that 
he’d been drinking. The CCA, noting that Davis “con¬ 
ceded” at the 2017 hearing that many of his statements 
to CNN had been “based on assumptions and he had 
trouble remembering some of Fennell’s statements,” 
denied Reed’s appeal. The court concluded: Reed failed 
to show “by a preponderance of the evidence” that, 
in light of new evidence, “no rational juror could have 
found [him] guilty beyond a reasonable doubt.” 

In a statement, Reed’s attorney Bryce Benjet 
of the Innocence Project responded to the CCA’s 
decision, noting: “This is by no means the end of 
the case.” Benjet insisted new evidence “contradicts 
every aspect” of the state’s case against Reed, who 
continues to be denied DNA testing on “crucial” evi¬ 
dence from the crime scene by Bastrop County District 
Attorney Bryan Goertz. Benjet has all but promised to 
take the case forward in federal appeals court, as well 
as filing a new federal civil rights lawsuit to force the 
DNA testing. - Sarah Marloff 

ON ABORTION, PAXTON CRIES FOUL 

Texas Attorney General Ken Paxton thinks abortion 
clinics shouldn’t be in the business of defending them¬ 
selves and their clients against draconian anti-choice 
laws. He feels so strongly about it that he’s asked the U.S. 
Supreme Court to quash suits filed by abortion providers 
and doctors to challenge such laws, a sign that Paxton is 
probably scared abortion providers will win more victo¬ 
ries, such as when Austin-based Whole Woman’s Health 
prevailed over the state of Texas at SCOTUS in 2016. In 
recently overturning a similar Louisiana law requiring 
abortion physicians to obtain hospital admitting privileg¬ 
es, a federal judge cited the Texas case. SCOTUS has tem¬ 
porarily blocked that law, letting the lower court decision 
stand, but is still mulling over whether to review the 
case in its next term, prompting Paxton to jump in. 

“Lower courts should no longer give abortion pro¬ 
viders a free pass, but should instead rigorously assess 


whether an abortion provider who seeks to sue on 
behalf of patients meets those [third-party standing] 
standards,” wrote Paxton in a 36-page brief joined by 
11 other states, including Indiana. “[Judges] assume 
that abortion providers know what their patients want 
and will best represent those interests in court.” But 
as “corporate entities,” abortion clinics have an “even 
less intimate relationship with patients than abortion 
doctors do,” he wrote. “The business interests of the 
doctors and clinics clearly conflict with the women’s 
interests,” the brief argued. 

Paxton’s plea is a crude attempt to suppress the 
fight against anti-abortion laws, say reproductive health 
advocates. To think that patients - with little time and 
energy to battle the restrictions in the courtroom - 
should be at the legal forefront instead of their better- 
resourced providers is not sensible, to say the least. 

“This is another attempt to undermine the providers 
who have worked tirelessly to protect the constitu¬ 
tional right to abortion,” said Andrea Ferrigno, vice 
president of Whole Woman’s Health, in an email to 
the Chronicle. “By calling this into question, Attorney 
General Paxton is trying to erode the relationship 
between us and our patients, [which] would result in a 
large population of women having no say in the repro¬ 
ductive laws in the state.” Ferrigno considers Paxton’s 
brief yet another step in the “ongoing interference” by 
Texas officials to curtail abortion services despite the 
majority of Texans being in support of a person’s right 
to choose. - Mary Tuma

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Looking Under the Cap 

COUNCIL READIES FOR NEW BUDGET REALITIES 



While City Council awaits a detailed 
budget presentation from City Manager 
Spencer Cronk, due when it returns from 
summer break in August, many members 
are forecasting a different approach to pri¬ 
oritizing city expenses under the state’s 
new revenue caps. With Senate Bill 2 
signed into law on June 12, this will be the 
last budget cycle in which 
Austin can set property tax 
rates that increase the 
city’s raised revenue by up 
to 8% without holding a 
tax ratification election. 

After SB 2 kicks in, that 
threshold will be just 3.5% 

- a number that will make 
it difficult for Austin to 
keep up with its ongoing cost drivers, such 
as cost-of-living wage increases and health 
insurance contributions. Mayor Steve Adler 
estimates that under the 3.5% limit, Austin 
will carry a budget deficit of $52.6 million 
by fiscal year 2023, even with annual reduc¬ 
tions in city services. 

There aren’t a lot of places to look for 
those cuts. Public safety costs (police, fire, 
and emergency medical services) account 
for about 70% of the city’s current General 
Fund budget (where the property tax reve¬ 
nues go; city enterprises, such as Austin 


Energy and the airport, live elsewhere in 
the budget). Parks, public health, and the 
library system make up about 22% of the 
General Fund; other departments (such as 
Planning and Zoning or Animal Services) 
represent such a small fraction of the over¬ 
all budget that they’d have to be eliminated 
entirely to achieve any meaningful savings. 

Of course, these core 
General Fund services are 
often where the communi¬ 
ty wants to see increased 
spending. “No one says we 
should fund parks less or 
pay for fewer ambulances,” 
Council Member Jimmy 
Flannigan told the 
Chronicle. “There are no 
easy answers here; we’re damned if we do, 
damned if we don’t.” SB 2 also prevents 
municipalities from reducing first respond¬ 
er pay, so even if Austin’s leaders wanted to, 
they couldn’t go there to find savings. 

Austin’s economy is booming now, but 
the next big bust could always be just 
around the corner. One potential buffer 
against that inevitability is for Council to go 
to an 8% rate this budget cycle, while it still 
can, an idea supported by several Council 
members including both Adler and 
Flannigan, who told us going to 8% was 


“straightforward and necessary” to create a 
surplus that can be used to “bulk up 
reserves, so we have the time to adjust [to] 
the trajectory of a budget deficit.” 

Fear of a downturn may amplify the 
impact of a 3.5% cap - Council will be more 
reluctant to enter into long-term contracts 
with vendors, who in turn might be incen- 
tivized to charge more to compensate for 
increased short-term risk. A preview of how 
such decisions might play out came during 
Council’s June 18 work session, as it dis¬ 


cussed a relatively small budget item - a 
three-year agreement with Austin 
Community College to help fund the 
school’s fashion incubator program for a 
total cost not to exceed $165,000. No one at 
the work session doubted the value of the 
program, but Flannigan pointed out ACC’s 
revenue cap (as what SB 2 calls a “special 
district”) will remain at 8%, so the college is 
better able to cover this cost than the city. 
CM Leslie Pool suggested approving the 
contract on an annual basis instead of a

COUNCIL VOTES TO PROTECT MOBILE HOME RESIDENTS 


As a measure to protect existing affordable housing, 

City Council on June 20 rezoned nine mobile home parks 
around the city, containing more than 450 units, specifically 
for that residential use (i.e., MH zoning). This continued a 
citywide effort to protect more than 800 units in locations 
where landowners could redevelop under existing zoning and 
displace residents with little recourse. 

Council, which kicked off this initiative with 
a resolution approved last September, voted 
unanimously to approve the rezonings - most¬ 
ly on consent, though some were opposed by 
the owners, by neighbors via a valid petition, 
or by their neighborhood planning contact 
teams. City planning staff identified 1,100 
units in parks that did not have MH zoning; 

291 of these are near Austin-Bergstrom 
Airport and thus cannot be zoned residential 
(though the homes can remain there). Earlier 
in June, Council approved rezoning to protect 
241 units in cases heard by the Zoning and 
Platting Commission; the June 20 cases, located in areas 
with neighborhood plans, were heard by the Planning 
Commission. Two cases remain to be finalized at the August 
8 meeting following Council’s return from summer break. 



Council Member Greg Casar, who has prioritized preserv¬ 
ing mobile home parks in his District 4 and throughout 
the city since his election in 2014, said the cases should 
change the way the city views Austin’s housing mix. “In the 
past, folks did not see mobile homes as an important hous¬ 
ing type to keep in the city limits,” Casar told the Chronicle. 

“But the tide has shifted. As part of our land 
development code rewrite, we want to legalize 
putting mobile homes anywhere in the city 
that’s residential.”

For Jennifer Salazar, who has lived at the 
North Lamar Mobile Home Park for most of 
her life, the zoning change means stability 
and peace of mind for her family. A common 
fear of park residents is that an aging mobile home might 
prevent them from being admitted into a new park. “It’s 
like we own our homes, but we could just be kicked off the 
land they sit on with little notice,” Salazar told us. “We 


were like renters, but now we have more protection from 
being kicked out.” 

Many at the June 20 meeting who voiced opposition to the 
zoning cited the poor condition of some of the units. Adele 
Loessberg, treasurer of the Old Town Condominiums, 
about a half mile from the Patton Courts Mobile Home 
Park, said the park is “a slum, basically.” She added that 
its owners are “exploiting people who don’t have any money” 
by making them “live in substandard housing.” 

Gabby Garcia, who has worked with Building and 
Strengthening Tenant Action (BASTA) to increase tenant 
protections across the city, acknowledged that some homes 
are in poor condition. “But it’s more complicated than that,” 
she explained to us. “Mobile homes and 
parks allow people to own a home, even 
though they wouldn’t normally be able to do 
that. Maybe it needs repairs, but the home 
is theirs.” She said that most of the residents 
she worked with on the campaign were not 
interested in moving. 

Garcia said the next steps for BASTA would be monitoring 
future zoning change requests by landowners and beginning 
to work in some parks to develop cooperatives that could 
lead to group ownership of the land, along with individual 
ownership of the housing units. Casar also told us his office 
is looking at how the city can help mobile home residents 
gain ownership of their parks. - Austin Sanders 
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New Information in Paltauf Case 

Sunday, July 7, marks the 13th anniversary of Roxanne Paltauf’s disappearance, 
and her family is grappling with new information about the case. Earlier this year, 
Paltauf’s sister Rosalynn Schultz (who was just 15 when Paltauf, then 18, went 
missing) discovered “airtime” charges on Paltauf’s phone bill from the night of her 
disappearance. “This changes everything,” Schultz told the Chronicle. On July 7, 
2006, Paltauf was with boyfriend Louis Walls, then 30, who told her family (and 
later, Austin Police) the two got into an argument at a Budget Inn near 1-35 and 
Rundberg, after which Paltauf walked out to “cool off” without her phone, purse, 
or money and never returned. 

Walls didn’t hand over Paltauf’s possessions until July 12 and made hundreds 
of calls from her phone during that time; having evaded numerous APD interview 


attempts, he remains a suspect in what is now presumed to be a homicide. Today, 
Paltauf’s family continues to investigate her disappearance, which is how Schultz 
ended up with her sister’s phone records and noticed a handful of “unexplainable 
charges” that could “only be roaming charges” from the night of Paltauf’s disap¬ 
pearance. The records, reviewed by the Chronicle, show approximately 48 phone 
calls made from Paltauf’s phone on July 7, including the potential roaming charges 
for 12 calls between 6:44pm and 8:42pm, the time period during which Paltauf left 
the hotel, according to Walls. In May, APD Detective Jamie Harvel filed a warrant with 
T-Mobile, noting in his affidavit that “no historical data has ever been legally requested” 
by APD regarding Paltauf’s phone use. A week ago, Harvel related to Schultz that, 
as of now, the phone company had only shared the subscriber’s information, but the 
investigation into the airtime charges is ongoing. - Sarah Marloff 



multi-year agreement, which is how the 
item passed on consent the following day 
(with Flannigan voting against). 

Council members may also take a hard 
look at economic incentive packages enact¬ 
ed by prior Councils for companies such as 
Apple, Samsung, Visa, and Simon Property 
Group (owner of the Domain). Known as 
Chapter 380 agreements from their loca¬ 
tion in the state tax code, the deals provide 
tax rebates in exchange for job creation and 
future additions to the tax base; the agree¬ 
ments are monitored for compliance by a 
third party before rebates are awarded by 
Council action. However, in 2018, Council 
modified Austin’s Chapter 380 program to 
focus more on helping small businesses; 
David Colligan, manager of the city’s 
Global Business Expansion Division, 
explained that the shift responded to differ¬ 
ent economic needs. “The program change 
brings a very different approach from the 
2003 era,” he told us; during that major eco¬ 
nomic downturn, the program “was focused 
on recruiting businesses in Austin.” 

The Domain deal, in particular, came at a 
time when city leaders worried about losing 
sales tax revenue to such neighboring cities 
as Round Rock and Pflugerville as they 
landed retail outlets that could draw cus¬ 
tomers away from Austin stores. According 
to the most recent city data, in 2018 Apple 
was paid about $1.8 million, Samsung $6.3 
million, and Visa $194,000. The last pay¬ 
ment made to Simon was in 2017 for rough¬ 
ly $1.9 million; subsequent payments have 
been withheld pending the outcome of a 
lawsuit contesting the valuation of the 
Domain property. 

It’s unclear how much the city would save 
by discontinuing Chapter 380 payments, 
but Flannigan, Pool, and CMs Kathie Tovo, 
Pio Renteria, Delia Garza, and Alison Alter 
have all expressed interest. Proponents of 
the pre-2018 agreements argue that ending 
them now could send the wrong message to 
other businesses interested in moving to 
Austin, but Tovo told us, “I believe we’ll 
have to look at them, just to meet the basic 
needs of our city.” - Austin Sanders

2020 TEXANS THROW SHADE AS RIVALRY HEATS UP 



He’s not “the other Texan” in the 2020 
Democratic presidential primary - “I am the 
Texan in this race.” And thus Julian Castro 
summed up his message of the week, as he 
wrapped up his remarks at Cheer Up 
Charlies on Friday night, June 28, an hour 
or so after the other Texan in this race, Beto 
O’Rourke, regaled his own supporters a few 
blocks north at Scholz Garten. 

So now that, in the words of the Texas 
Tribune’s Aman Batheja, “this whole two- 
Texans-running-for-president-at-the-same- 
time thing has stopped being cute,” was our 
little town big enough for the both of these 
cowboys? Since Austin is neither of the 
2020 Texans’ actual home turf - reinforced 
by Castro as he negged our “pretty good” 
breakfast tacos - this new rivalry played out 
on neutral ground. The former San Antonio 
mayor and U.S. housing secretary pulled off 
the breakout performance at this week’s 
first 2020 Dems debate, largely at O’Rourke’s 
expense as Castro put the former El Paso 
congressman on the defensive on immigra¬ 
tion, supposedly his signature issue. 

At his Friday fundraising event to support 
the Texas Democratic Party - and afterward 
in an extended CNN hit with Don Lemon, live 
from Cheer Ups - Castro milked his rare sec¬ 
ond chance to make a first impression for all 
it was worth. “The question I hear is, ‘Is our 
nominee able to stand up to Trump?”’ he said. 
“What do y’all think? I made my case and 
held my own. Not every candidate can say 
that.” Despite this dig, Castro assured observ¬ 
ers that he still likes Beto, whom he stumped 
for enthusiastically in last year’s Senate race. 


By contrast, O’Rourke - whose campaign 
didn’t announce the Scholz event until the 
day before; he later pleaded ignorance of 
the head-to-head scheduling drama - was 
making his 1,003rd (or so) impression on a 
crowd of faithful fans, including musical 
guest Marcia Ball, who told the crowd 
she’d be there “wherever Beto goes, wher¬ 
ever he lands.” Luckily for O’Rourke, Joe 
Biden’s stumbles made his halting perfor¬ 
mance in Miami look not-so-bad, and he 
felt no need with a friendly crowd to men¬ 
tion either Castro or the debate. Instead, 
just as Castro built on his new visibility, 
Beto took advantage of his familiarity, 
walking the crowd back through all 254 
counties in Texas and splashing about in 
the refreshing memories of his Lone Star 
State successes, while throwing some 
shade on Castro’s parade. The media advi¬ 
sory for the event cited a recent Texas poll 
in which Beto, leading all candidates, is “25 
points ahead of fellow Texan Julian Castro”; 
in the latest UT/Texas Tribune state poll, 
released before the debate, Biden has 23%, 
O’Rourke has 15% for second place, and 
Castro 3% for seventh. 

O’Rourke also regaled the crowd with 
stories from the 2020 trail, including an 
extended and graphic riff on his journey to 
the Homestead detention facility south of 
Miami, where he (like most other candi¬ 
dates, including Castro) saw Guatemalan 
minors “locked up like prisoners of war, not 
children.” He recalled his similar high-pro¬ 
file visit to the Tornillo tent city during the 
Senate race last summer and previewed his 


Sunday visit to the Clint Border Patrol 
station, also near El Paso and the site of 
recent horrors, and to asylum seekers being 
illegally forced to remain on the Mexican 
side. (His campaign touted Beto’s crossing 
to Ciudad Juarez, a fairly routine trip for an 
El Pasoan even today, as “the first foreign 
trip by a presidential candidate this cycle” 
- presumably not counting the incumbent, 
who at the time was at another high-profile 
border crossing with his BFF Kim Jong-un). 

While Castro, making new friends among 
Texas Democratic donors (all funds raised 
went to the party, not his campaign), spent 
more time on his biography - as he does in 
his stump speech - a Venn diagram of the 
2020 Texans’ remarks would show substan¬ 
tial overlap not just of the issues raised, but 
of the time and energy devoted by each and 


of the promises to be kept by each if elected 
president. (Both Castro and O’Rourke went 
into depth on raising teacher pay, for exam¬ 
ple.) Both spent the weekend carefully 
avoiding each other as they crisscrossed the 
state making high-visibility appearances - 
Castro visited Clint on Saturday - and (we 
hope) spending a night in their own beds. 
Castro will spend July 4 in New Hampshire, 
O’Rourke in Iowa. 

From the Texas Democrats’ perspective, 
this is a good problem to have. Inevitably, if 
both Castro and O’Rourke make it into next 
year, the contest for our votes in the make- 
or-break Texas primary will clearly be more 
brutal than this. For now, they can play off 
each other to attract the attention they both 
need to stay close to the front-running 
pack. - Mike Clark-Madison 


SBOE Brings a New Anti-Sex Circus to Town 


The State Board of Education has anointed anti-choice, 
anti-LGBTQ, and creationism advocates to guide the revision 
of its health curriculum standards, which include sex edu¬ 
cation for Texas public schools. Though the Capitol remained 
calm this past session, we are poised for an unwelcome 
revival of the SBOE’s schtick of throwing right-wing bombs 
into the state’s classrooms. “With all of our state’s world- 
class medical and public health institutions, it’s inconceivable 
that board members couldn’t find better qualified, less politi¬ 
cally divisive individuals for this so-called ‘experts’ panel,” said 
Kathy Miller of SBOE watchdog Texas Freedom Network. 
“These appointments are more about fighting the culture wars 
than making sure Texas students get the facts they need to 
make healthy and responsible decisions in their lives.” 

Who is on this wingnut dream team? Austin OB-GYN 
Mikael Love is often tapped by the state to defend its abor¬ 
tion laws in court and routinely testifies in favor of anti-choice 
bills at the Capitol. He refers to pregnant women as “host 


organisms” and believes abortion is only acceptable if the 
mother’s life is in danger. Love doesn’t prescribe birth con¬ 
trol, instead opting for “natural family planning” at his prac¬ 
tice. Another physician, Jack Lesch, is on the board of the 
Austin-based Medical Institute for Sexual Health, founded 
by an abstinence advocate who considers comprehensive sex 
education a failure. And Dawn Riley heads an crisis preg¬ 
nancy center in Amarillo that offers “mentoring groups” 
instructing visitors to choose a “purity-based lifestyle/sexuali¬ 
ty” and to reject “society’s ‘norms’ that contradict biblical 
principles.” Then there’s Feyi Obamehinti, an unsuccessful 
SBOE candidate who has supported teaching creationism in 
science classrooms and also backed the Lege’s failed 2017 
“bathroom bill,” an attempt to discriminate against transgen¬ 
der students, saying that the measure “protects all children.” 

The state’s current health education standards and text¬ 
books include no information about sexual orientation and 
gender identity, TFN notes. The textbooks adopted by the 


board in 2004 also don’t include info on condoms, birth con¬ 
trol, or preventing sexually transmitted infections, aside from 
abstinence. Texas consistently leads other states in its teen 
birth rate; it is currently No. 4, according to federal data. 

It’s the first time the SBOE will revisit state health stan¬ 
dards in more than two decades. The board is slated to make 
changes this fall, on a timeline that would see new curricu¬ 
lum brought into classrooms for the 2022-23 school year. 
Appointing unqualified zealots to dictate curriculum standards 
is a cherished tradition at SBOE, which has put science stan¬ 
dards in the hands of creationists and entrusted social stud¬ 
ies to evangelicals who refuse to accept the separation of 
church and state. Former SBOE Chair Don McLeroy’s call to 
the faithful to “stand up to the experts” has evidently sur¬ 
vived to afflict a new generation of young Texans. “It’s exas¬ 
perating to see board members repeating the same mistakes 
that turned previous curriculum revisions into a political circus,” 
said Miller. “The stakes are just too high for board members 
to play politics with the education and health of Texas kids. 
But it sure looks like they’re trying to rig the process to reach 
a predetermined outcome.” - Mary Turn a

DEM CANDIDATES ANNOUNCE PRIMARY RUNS 


It’s a rare mirror belonging to an Austin 
attorney that doesn’t reflect a prospective 
judicial candidate. With the Democratic 
primary a mere eight months away (March 
3, 2020) and pressure building to recruit 
support and gather funds, candidates for 
district judge seats have begun to accumu¬ 
late. The filing deadline is in December. 

The current list of declared Democratic 
judicial candidates includes the following: 

CIVIL COURTS 

• Kennon Wooten has announced for the 
53rd Civil District Court. Wooten has been 
a civil attorney for 15 years on a wide range 
of litigation and also touts her experience as 
“a law clerk and rules attorney for the 
Supreme Court of Texas and as an intern for 
the Third Court of Appeals.” Also running 
for the 53rd District judgeship is Maria 
Cantu Hexsel, who’s had a 23-year career, 
including a practice with a small plaintiffs’ 
firm, as an assistant state attorney general, 
and complex civil litigation on health care. 
The presiding incumbent in the 53rd is 
Scott Jenkins, who in January announced 
his retirement to follow this term. 

• Aurora Martinez Jones, currently an 
associate judge in the Family Drug Treat¬ 
ment Court and Child Protective Services 
dockets, is running to succeed Judge 
Darlene Byrne in the 126th Civil Court 
(Byrne is running to become chief justice 
on the 3rd Court of Appeals). Previously, 
Martinez Jones had her own practice in 
child welfare law, personal injury, probate, 
real estate, family law, and civil litigation. 

• Jessica Mangrum has announced for the 


200th Civil District Court, a seat currently 
occupied by appointed Republican Judge 
Dustin Howell. Mangrum is a partner with 
Thompson, Coe, Cousins & Irons, with a 
practice focused on civil litigation: personal 
injury, professional liability, and construc¬ 
tion cases. She’s currently chair of Austin’s 
Building and Standards Commission. 

CRIMINAL COURTS 

• Assistant District Attorney Dayna Blazey 
is challenging incumbent 167th Criminal 
District Court Judge David Wahlberg, first 
elected in 2012. Blazey, a felony prosecutor 
for more than 30 years, is currently the 
director for Diversion Programs and the 



Grand Jury Division in the D.A.’s Office. 
Wahlberg practiced criminal law (including 
public defender cases) for more than 30 
years and was a founding member of the 
Austin Criminal Defense Lawyers Assoc. 

• Beth Payan is challenging incumbent 
427th District Court Judge Tamara 
Needles, who was elected in 2016. Payan is 
an ADA of more than 20 years, who says she 
“prosecuted serious crimes but also advo¬ 
cated for a variety of alternatives to incar¬ 
ceration where appropriate.” Needles says 
she employs a “humanity first” approach in 
her courtroom, is working to develop a 
mental health diversion program, and she 
manages Travis County’s alcohol-related 
treatment reentry docket. 

• Selena Alvarenga is running to become 
judge in the new 460th District Court. 
Alvarenga has been a criminal defense 
attorney for more than 20 years and has 
served as the director of the Austin Criminal 
Defense Lawyers Association, is a board 
member of the Austin Bar LGBTQ Associa¬ 
tion, and an Austin Public Safety Commis¬ 
sioner. Originally from El Salvador, Alva¬ 
renga says that if elected she will “make 
history” as Travis County’s “first openly- 
gay Latina, immigrant judge.” (She’s likely 
also the first Travis County judicial candi¬ 
date to be profiled in Popsugar.) Also 
declared for the new 460th is Amy Meredith, 
assistant district attorney (chief of the 
Public Integrity Unit), and a career prosecu¬ 
tor for more than 20 years. She says her 
Southwest Texas State University intern¬ 
ship as a victim witness counselor inspired 
her to become a prosecutor, and that she is 
“ready to run a court that treats all who 
enter it with dignity and fairness.” 

• Running for re-election (currently unop¬ 
posed) in the 450th Criminal District Court 
is Judge Brad Urrutia (elected in 2016).

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Saying No to Shame 

Austin women changing the mental health conversation

When Karen Ranus lost her mother to a terminal brain 
tumor, casseroles baked by her friends and neighbors 
appeared at her doorstep. Those same friends offered to 
mow her lawn and pick her children up from school. Ranus 
knew her community supported and cared for her family 
during a crisis. Fast-forward 17 months, when Ranus and 
her husband brought their daughter home from the hospi¬ 
tal after a suicide attempt. There were no casseroles. 

“I own the fact that, in my mother’s case, I’m quite certain 
I posted something on Facebook about it,” said Ranus. “I can 
assure you that when I brought my daughter home I didn’t 
do that.” The stigma of suicide and mental illness caused a 
snowball effect in Ranus’ family. First, her daughter thought 
her depression meant there was something wrong with her 
- that she was abnormal. Then it was Ranus and her hus¬ 
band who “felt ashamed in the sense that we had failed.” 

Now the executive director of the Central Texas division 
of the National Alliance on Mental Illness (NAMI), Ranus 
explained: “Here we were making sure she had access to 
everything she needed in terms of care ... but this cloud 
hung over us that no one really spoke of or named. But I 
know now it was shame.” 

Shame and stigma, especially in times of crisis, have 
made it difficult (and at times impossible) for those suffer¬ 
ing to get the care they need. “I often say - it was both the 
way we responded to it, and the way our friends, family, 


and community responded to it,” Ranus added, noting that 
the lack of support during her daughter’s struggle was “not 
reflective of the people in my life” - that there would have 
been empathy and caring if people could approach mental 
illness as they do physical illness. Instead, “We carry the 
shame ourselves and it just sits there [because people] still 
don’t know that ... by all means, bring a casserole over, 
because we’re navigating a really serious 
health issue and yeah! It would be great 
to have a King Ranch chicken casserole.” 

In the U.S., one in five adults will expe¬ 
rience a mental illness in their lifetime, 
while one in 25 Americans lives with 
chronic serious mental illness. According 
to a new report from the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention, suicide 
rates continue to increase - 33% from 
1999 to 2017, with many less-advantaged groups (such as 
indigenous women) being hit especially hard. The last 
time suicide ran this rampant in the U.S. was during World 
War II. In Travis County, according to the Medical 
Examiner’s Office, two children under the age of 15 com¬ 
mitted suicide in 2018. Another 15 teenagers and young 
adults (16-20) took their own lives last year, as did 34 adults 
aged 21-30. In total, 158 Travis County residents ended 
their own lives in 2018. 


Those numbers, while staggering, may be just the tip of 
the iceberg. Women, according to the National Council for 
Behavioral Health, are twice as likely as men to attempt 
suicide or to experience depression, anxiety, and post-trau¬ 
matic stress disorder. Twelve million U.S. women are living 
with depression each year; 10-15% of new mothers are 
plagued with postpartum depression, while another 9% 
experience postpartum PTSD. Even young girls are experi¬ 
encing mental illness at higher rates: Ranus noted that sui¬ 
cide rates for girls aged 10-15 have tripled recently, which, 
though the number remains small, is still cause for concern. 

“We’ve got to talk about this,” said Ranus, who, along 
with Integral Care Chief Strategy Officer Ellen Richards, 
believes talking about the realities of mental illness is one 
powerful tool to help dispel the stigma currently shrouding 
this public health crisis. Across the country and right here 
in Austin, more and more women are coming forward to 
share their stories, carry the conversation, and ultimately 
change how the community looks at and responds to men¬ 
tal health. While half of all mental illness is diagnosable by 
the age of 14, Ranus said there’s often an eight- to 10-year 
gap between the onset of symptoms and treatment. 

Pointing to celebrities like Kristen Bell, who’s publicly 
acknowledged her depression and anxiety, Richards noted 
that Integral Care (Austin’s local public mental health 
authority) and NAMI are working together to “change the 
conversation locally by reducing the stigma around talking 
openly about the conditions people live with.” Sharing sto- 
> ries, she said, gives people hope and offers real-life examples 
£ of others moving toward recovery. Not talking about it keeps 
| the issue hidden and often stops people from accessing care. 

Lawmakers are both speaking up and listening. Ranus, 
Richards, and Austin state Reps. Celia Israel and Sheryl Cole 
agree that mental health care is one of the few issues with 
bipartisan support at the Capitol. The final biennial budget 
approved by the 86th Texas Legislature included $4.4 billion 
toward mental and behavioral health (beyond spending 
within Medicaid and the Children’s Health Insurance Pro¬ 
gram), another $342 million for early childhood intervention, 
and additional measures and dollars to better support the 
state’s mental health efforts. The Lege’s support, said 
Richards, has been evident for the last several sessions: 
“Texas has really made significant strides in expanding 
access to services by putting more money in the budget.” 

Legislators also approved a $165 million budget rider to 
rebuild Austin State Hospital, which Richards called an 
“enormous win” locally, regionally, and statewide. ASH is one 
of 10 state psychiatric hospitals and serves 
a 38-county region (75 counties for chil¬ 
dren and youth). The overall ASH rede¬ 
sign - including both the new hospital 
facility and future investments in the 
Central Austin campus - seeks to trans¬ 
form how Texas approaches brain health. 
Ranus noted: “The redesign isn’t just 
about a building, but how we pay attention 
to the systems in place and the policies. 
How do we change those as well?” Those policies include the 
ongoing decriminalization of mental illness - a plan Travis 
County Sheriff Sally Hernandez supports and is putting into 
action with the help of both NAMI and Integral Care. 

Programs intended to divert from jail those who are expe¬ 
riencing a mental health crisis have taken root in local law 
enforcement with the aid of Integral Care’s Mobile Crisis 
Outreach Team (MCOT), which is dispatched through

Integral Care’s crisis hotline and when called 
in by first responders. MCOT often takes 
over for officers or EMS when a patient 
doesn’t need to be arrested or transported to 
an emergency room, but does need mental 
health support. In the courts system, County 
Court at Law Judge Nancy Hohengarten 
started the Austin/Travis County Behavioral 
Health and Criminal Justice Advisory 
Committee in 2012 - a countywide partner¬ 
ship to support those with behavioral health 
needs while also ensuring public safety. 
Today, that committee is chaired by District 
Judge Tamara Needles. 

Still, notes Ranus (whose office is located 
on the grounds of Austin State Hospital), “We 
can provide all kinds of services and have a 
robust system” and work to educate and sup¬ 
port families (which NAMI 
does), but “if we don’t 
change the conversation in 
schools, workplaces, faith 
communities, in our neigh¬ 
borhoods, that work is 
almost futile. Because you 
still have families sitting quietly, not getting 
casseroles. We really have to transform the 
entire community’s approach.” 

SALLY HERNANDEZ 

Before she was elected sheriff of Travis 
County in 2016, Sally Hernandez spent 30 
years in law enforcement watching people in 
the throes of mental health crises move in and 
out of the criminal justice system. At the time, 
she recalled thinking, “We’ve got to do better,” 
but added: “It’s easy for all of us to rely on 
someone else to push it forward. But for those 
30 years - I hate to admit - it didn’t push for¬ 
ward. It was getting worse.” As she began 


considering a run for sheriff, Hernandez - at 
the time the Travis County Pet. 3 constable - 
realized the “ta-da” moment she’d always 
hoped for would be up to her to figure out. 

Hernandez reached out to Integral Care 
and NAMI, where she learned about diver¬ 
sion efforts, officer trainings, and the person¬ 
al side of mental illness. Hernandez recalled 
the story of a young woman named Kate, who 
suffered from an unknown mental illness, 
self-medicated, and landed in jail before she 
ever got help. But Kate found NAMI, and 
eventually found a job there as well. “That 
day, I saw [that] you can go from crisis to 
hope,” Hernandez told me. “If this can hap¬ 
pen for Kate, how many people can this hap¬ 
pen for? We need more positive stories, 
because positive stories moved me.” 

Since taking office in 2017, Hernandez has 
co-chaired the county’s 
Children’s Mental Health 
Crisis Task Force, which 
surprised many people at 
first. “They all said, ‘You 
don’t deal with children,’ 
but I said ‘Oh no, if we 
don’t help them now, I’m going to be dealing 
with them.’” The task force was created to 
examine the current system and create a 
countywide support network to empower 
children and families, one of Hernandez’s 
chief goals. Toward that end, Hernandez 
partnered with NAMI and Integral Care to 
improve the outcomes for inmates living 
with a mental illness. Today, NAMI leads a 
bimonthly class at the county jail for family 
members of inmates with mental health 
issues. Attendees learn what to do when a 
loved one goes into crisis, how to recognize 
the signs, and where to access additional 
resources. Attendees are also granted addi¬ 


tional visits with their loved ones. 

Both Integral Care and NAMI also lead 
trainings to help officers understand mental 
health and navigate crises. In fiscal year 
2018, Integral Care trained 1,079 first 
responders from TCSO, Austin Police, and 
EMS to help divert individuals from jail. The 
TCSO has also begun using Integral Care’s 
MCOT to divert people in crisis from arrest; 
Hernandez said her office is also working on 
diversion programs for low-level charges, 
such as criminal trespass. Hernandez con¬ 
cluded: “We have a lot more to do ... but we 
have to be proactive. We have to start the 
conversation so people know it’s OK to talk 
about it. That’s how you end stigma.” 

KENDALL ANTONELLI 

A native Texan, Kendall Antonelli - 
co-owner of Antonelli’s Cheese Shop, which 
she runs with her husband - had what she 
calls a “pretty challenging college experi¬ 
ence.” Within two years of moving to Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., to attend Georgetown Univer¬ 
sity, Antonelli lost her father and grand¬ 
mother, and supported her mother through a 
battle with colon cancer. A child of earlier 
divorce, Antonelli was already seeing a school 
counselor to cope with loss, but one night, 
she said, “I just broke.” She found herself in 
Georgetown Hospital’s psychiatric ward. 

Behind the hospital’s locked doors is 

2 where Antonelli says her “real transforma- 

3 tion” toward getting healthy began. She 
ro spent the summer at home with her mom 
3 and new dog, attending therapy sessions, 
i exercising, and resting in an effort to create 
* a routine. And there was medication, too. “I 
gj always say mental health challenges and 
i stories are unique to each person, and their 


roads to recovery are unique to them,” 
explained Antonelli. “But I’m grateful for 
whatever recipe of hard work, therapy, med¬ 
ication, support, and magic/faith/love went 
into my healing process.” 

When summer ended and she returned 
to school for her senior year, Antonelli was 
better equipped to care for herself and 
recognize her triggers. Eventually, she 
said, “I had sort of worked through” the 
depression that landed her in the hospital 
months before. 

As a business owner, entrepreneur, and 
local activist, Antonelli has chosen to talk 
openly and honestly about her story to help 
those “still in that deep dark hole” know 
they’re not alone. For Antonelli - who said 
the hardest part of her journey was the feel¬ 
ing of isolation - learning that her grandfa¬ 
ther also suffered from and was hospitalized 
for depression offered some relief. Years later, 
Antonelli hopes to be “an example of some¬ 
one else who made it through.” More so, she 
hopes to “reach those folks who just don’t get 
it. [Because] those of us going through a 
mental health challenge should be able to 
talk about it and get the help we need, and we 
can’t do that when stigma surrounds it.” 

She sees that stigma slowly disappear 
when she shares her own story and others, 
in response, share theirs. Some folks, 
Antonelli said, have come directly to her 
for support - including mothers con¬ 
cerned about their children. As a NAMI 
supporter, Antonelli offers resources and 
referrals in return. “It’s just about taking 
small steps and shining a light on mental 
health awareness.” That, she said, “makes 
a difference.”

DEBORAH ROSALES-ELKINS 

Today, Deborah Rosales-Elkins is a peer 
support specialist at Integral Care, but for 
years - ever since her teens - she struggled 
with her mental health. “I went through 
this trajectory of getting on medication, 
feeling better, and then thinking, Tm a 
bright, strong woman, I don’t need medica¬ 
tion, I can navigate this on my own,’ [going 
off medication], and getting sick again.” 

It wasn’t until she lost her nephew to sui¬ 
cide a couple of decades ago that Rosales- 
Elkins decided it was time to make a perma¬ 
nent change. As a mother of five kids 
approaching adolescence, she wanted to 
both protect herself and ensure her chil¬ 
dren could navigate the reality of mental 
illness in their family. “I started looking 
into all the models I could learn about,” 
Rosales-Elkins recalled. For her to maintain 
control, she knew she had to “create a care 
team” of friends and colleagues to “help me 
navigate the impactful things I’ve learned 
to maintain my health.” 

Now at Integral Care, Rosales-Elkins is 
part of others’ care teams. Working in the 
bipolar clinic, Rosales-Elkins supports cli¬ 
ents who are just beginning their journey 
to recovery, a path she both recognizes and 
understands. Though not a medical expert, 
she explained: “I am an expert on the 
impact of this disease.” Her role is to share 
the nonmedical side of maintaining recov¬ 
ery, because “the way I look at it - the more 
tools you provide to people, the more they 
can pick and choose what works for them.” 
Her history - and her willingness to share 
it - sparks an “instantaneous connection,” 
as she described it. “When I tell new cli¬ 


ents I’m in bipolar recovery, happily mar¬ 
ried, and [have] raised five resilient, suc¬ 
cessful kids ... I had a client burst into 
tears and ask, Are you telling me I can 
have that too?”’ 

That success works both ways. “This 
heals me ... and keeps me on course as well. 
[My clients] turn around and serve me by 
giving me so much hope.” Rosales-Elkins is 
also quick to credit other organizations 
working to support her clients, such as the 
Austin Clubhouse run by Joanna Linden, 
which mimics a workplace setting and pro¬ 
vides a safe space for people living with 
mental illness to come and connect within 
the larger community. 

Returning to her nephew, Rosales-Elkins 
pointed to the silver lining of her family’s 
loss. “If anything good can come out of the 
tragedy ... it helped our family take this 
disease by the horns. I think that’s the 
power of being open, of women and men 
stepping forward and sharing their stories. 
These struggles can be overcome.” °

Celia Israel talks openly about mental o 
health to support and save our youth. This 
last legislative session, Israel again filed 
her bill seeking to ban conversion therapy 
in Texas (the pseudoscientific practice of 
trying to “fix” queer kids by “making” 
them straight). Though House Bill 517 
didn’t make it out of committee, Israel con¬ 
siders the bill’s first-ever hearing in the 
House Committee on Public Health a victo¬ 
ry. “I’ve filed that bill three times now. To 
at least get a hearing and take the hood off 
the fact that these people are calling them¬ 
selves mental health providers, charging a 
fee for their services, and telling parents, ‘I 




can fix your kids’ - it’s doing harm in so 
many ways.” 

Israel, who struggled as a gay teenager and 
had her own brush with suicidal thoughts, 
found herself calling upon the “younger ver¬ 
sion of myself a lot this session.” Looking 
back, Israel said she’s careful to not just say 
“LGBTQ kids,” because “some kids don’t 
know what they are. They just want to be 
kids. Nine-year-old Celia didn’t know what 
she was, but she wanted to wear high-tops 
and she could name every member of the 
Dallas Cowboys team. And she was happy. 
But other people tried to 
make her feel weird 
because of that. So for me, 
when you talk about men¬ 
tal health issues, I’m 
thinking about just allow¬ 
ing kids to be kids.” 

A year has passed since 
Israel first shared her per¬ 
sonal story in the 
Pflugerville Pflag, inspired at the time by 
the high-profile suicides of Kate Spade and 
Anthony Bourdain. A good friend told her 
the most powerful thing she could do was 
talk about mental illness, and the response 
Israel received from sharing her story con¬ 
firmed her friend’s truism. “My social 
media blew up and I was reminded again: 
People are watching, and they appreciate 
you being honest. There are those kids who 
are made to feel weird when they’re 8 years 
old, and by the time they’re 17, they might 
not want to live anymore. If we don’t have 
the resources to make sure they’re taken 
care of, then it’s on us.” 


As a whole, Israel said the state has done 
better with each passing year to protect 
Texas youth. One of this session’s wins 
came when Gov. Greg Abbott signed into 
law Senate Bill 11 on June 6, creating the 
Texas Child Mental Health Care Consortium 
to improve the state’s care system for 
children. While Israel, with her infinite 
wit, believes “girls are smarter than boys,” 
she admits that as a lawmaker in the 
minority party, there’s only so much she 
can do. So she applauds Rep. Four Price, 
R-Amarillo, who in past sessions chaired 
House select committees 
on mental health and 
substance abuse, for 
“moving the ball for¬ 
ward.” Calling him a 
champion, Israel credits 
Price for rolling up his 
sleeves and acknowledg¬ 
ing “this is a good, bipar¬ 
tisan win for us.” 

Progress, Israel said, is also being made 
on insurance coverage reform that can help 
kids get mental health care coverage. 
“We’ve got a lot of significant small rocks 
that are going to equate into one big rock 
over the course of several years.” As for 
conversion therapy, Israel gave an unequiv¬ 
ocal yes when asked if we’d see the end of 
the harmful practice in her lifetime. “We’re 
all accountable to voters who want to see us 
getting work done. I suspect that’s why we 
were able to move forward with more men¬ 
tal health bills this session - voters don’t 
want us fighting over who gets to go into 
whose bathroom.” ■

What Happened to 
Bonnie Parker’s Gun? 

In which we hear the report of a gun and a secret is revealed 


At approximately 9:30 on the morning of 
Wednesday, May 23,1934, a bullet fired from 
the .35-caliber Remington rifle of Louisiana 
deputy sheriff Prentiss Morel Oakley pene¬ 
trated the front of the skull of one Clyde 
Chestnut Barrow, notorious Texas-born 
bank robber and cop killer. At that same 
time, approximately, Barrow died. 

This is what’s known as a coincidence, 
but it’s not a surprising one. In this case - 
bullet enters brain, the person whose brain it 
is dies - it’s also direct cause and effect. But 
there are a few other coincidences, of the 
more eerie kind, tangled up in the violent 
history of Clyde Barrow and his paramour 
and crime partner Bonnie Parker. The latest 
odd coincidence, also involving that Deputy 
Oakley but a different gun altogether, has a 
local connection and is being revealed here 
for the first time. 

Kathy Vellard, former Louisiana Tech 
professor of visual art, is an instructor at the 
Art School at Laguna Gloria. She’s also the

great-niece of Prentiss Oakley - but that in 
itself is hardly worth noting. “It’s a small 
world, after all,” as Walt Disney’s cryogeni- 
cally preserved head might wish to remind 
us. But because it is a small world, and even 
too-big-for-its-britches Austin is still a small 
city in many ways, the art teacher happens 
to be in a book club with former Chronicle 
graphic designer Shelley Hiam. And when 
Vellard, provoked by the recent Netflix 
Bonnie-and-Clyde-based film The Highway¬ 
men, told her monthly gathering of biblio¬ 
philes about what happened with Bonnie 
Parker’s own personal gun, Hiam was like 
“Whoa” and suggested Vellard contact your 
reporter about it. 

“My grandfather was Ernest Thomas 
Oakley, and his brother was Prentiss Morel 
Oakley,” Vellard tells me over lunch at near¬ 
by Sa-Ten. Maybe I should be eating a fried 
bologna sandwich - Clyde Barrow’s last 


meal, eaten at Canfield’s Cafe in Gibsland, 
La., about 10 minutes before he was killed 
- but it’s not on the menu. 

“Prentiss died in 1957,” says Vellard. “So, 
when they made the first movie about 
Bonnie and Clyde, 
with Faye Dunaway 
and Warren Beatty, 
they called my grand¬ 
father - because they 
wanted to ask him 
some questions about 
the details of the 
events. And my grand¬ 
father would talk 
about the events to our family, too, off and 
on, over the years - what his brother had 
told him. And then I was at Louisiana Tech 
University - I was a professor of art there 
for 20-something years - and Ed Pinkston 
was also at Louisiana Tech.” 


I’m sitting there in the coffee shop, lis¬ 
tening to Vellard relate her story. I’ve done 
a bit of research in preparation for this 
interview, have Googled and Wikipedia’d up 
a whole flotilla of Bonnie and Clyde infor¬ 
mation, and the name Ed Pinkston isn’t 
ringing any bells. 

It’ll be the last time those bells remain 
silent. 

“Ed is someone I’ve known for a long 
time,” says Vellard. “He’d originally taught 
me, when I was a student at Louisiana Tech. 
And then, later on, I was hired to teach there 
and he kind of became my mentor. And one 
day, because we’d recently driven by Sibley 
- which is really close to Ruston, where the 
Bonnie and Clyde museum is, near the site 
of where they were gunned down - I was 
talking to Ed, and I said, ‘You know that my 
great-uncle shot Clyde Barrow, right?’ And 
Ed went, ‘What?’” 

And so Vellard told her friend Pinkston 
the story that she’s telling me, the story that 
her grandfather had passed down to her 
family. About how her great-uncle Prentiss, 
a sharpshooter in his early 20s, was brought 
in to ambush the gangsters. 

“They put him behind a tree as part of the 
setup,” says Vellard. “They’d gotten this 
friend of Bonnie and Clyde and convinced 
him to pretend that he had a flat tire, 
because they knew that Bonnie and Clyde 
would be going down that road that day and 
knew they’d stop to help their friend. The 
police also knew that they couldn’t just say 
‘Halt!’ anymore. They’d said that so many 
times, and Bonnie and Clyde and their gang 
would just pick up machine guns and mow 
everybody down. They had guns, like, in 
their laps. So there’d been too many kill¬ 
ings, and the police had come to a decision. 

It was a hard decision: 
to not let them know 
that the police were 
there, to ambush them.” 

Vellard sips her cof¬ 
fee, letting the idea of 
ambush sink in. 

“So they placed Pren¬ 
tiss behind a tree with a 
gun that he’d actually 
borrowed from a friend,” she continues. “And 
when Bonnie and Clyde drove up, Prentiss 
shot the first shot - and the second shot, I 
believe - and it killed Clyde immediately. And 
Bonnie started screaming, and then every¬ 
body went nuts. My grandfather said Prentiss

“And one day I was 
talking to Ed, and I 
said, c You know that 
my great-uncle shot 
Clyde Barrow, right?’ 

And Ed went, ( What?’” 
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told him that everybody that had come out as 
part of the enforcement, that were waiting 
there with guns? They were scared half out of 
their minds and they were drinking whiskey 

- because they all thought they were gonna 
die. Because everybody else that had any¬ 
thing to do with Bonnie and Clyde was dead. 
So everybody went a little crazy.” 

I’m wondering about the Ed Pinkston con¬ 
nection here, and I’m about to go a little crazy. 

“Well,” says Vellard, “when Ed heard that, 
he goes, ‘Listen to this.’ And he tells me that 
his great-grandfather worked in agriculture 
and would drive around a lot to do his work. 
And he was driving in a car, that day, on that 
same road, and the car was identical to the 
car that Bonnie and Clyde were in: same 
model, same color. So Ed’s grandfather 
drives up and sees all this smoke. And he 
just rolls into it, and, because he couldn’t 
really see, he stops - and he was the first 
outside person to come upon the scene. And 
my great-uncle Prentiss went over to the 
car and told him, ‘If you had arrived five 
minutes earlier, you’d be a dead man.’ Or 
something to that effect. And Prentiss said, 
‘Here’s a souvenir for you.’ And he handed 
him a pistol out of Bonnie’s purse.” 

Um ... what ? 

“Ed’s great-grandfather kept the gun,” 
says Vellard, nodding. “But he didn’t tell 
anybody, because he didn’t wanna get any¬ 
body in trouble. And then his son kept it, 
and - eventually, Ed got the gun. And we’d 
heard this story for so long, from my grand¬ 
father, but had no idea who the man was, 
the one that Prentiss had given the gun to. 
And I’d known Ed for a long time before 
this ever came out. So we were all shocked 

- because, what a coincidence.” 

But, hold on, Prentiss took the gun - 

“He took it from Bonnie’s purse,” says 
Vellard, nodding. “That’s what my grandfa¬ 
ther said Prentiss told him. He took it from 
Bonnie’s purse and handed it to Ed’s grand¬ 
father at the scene. Prentiss was really dis¬ 
turbed by not being able to say ‘Halt,’ and 
that he had probably killed a woman. He 
never got over that; it was a haunting thing. 
And when they took the car into town - it 
was covered with bullet holes, the bodies

still in there - people went crazy. Bonnie 
and Clyde were so notorious at the time, 
people just went crazy. They started grab- 
bin’ things out of the car, grabbing at their 
clothes to tear off a piece.” 

I’ve just torn a small chunk off my chick¬ 
en katsu, and I focus on it for a moment: 
moist and tender on the end of my fork. 
“That’s, uh, that’s incredible,” I tell Vellard. 




“Anyway,” she continues, “a little time 
goes by, and then Ed contacts me and says, 
‘We’ve decided we wanna sell this gun, put 
it at auction. But we need you to verify it, to 
document the story that your grandfather 
told you that Prentiss told him.’” 

And Vellard - and her father, Charles E. 
Amman - documented the story and had 
those documents notarized and filed in 
Ouachita Parish, La. And so, in the fullness 
of time ... 

“Ed did in fact sell the gun at auction,” 
says Vellard. “I’m not sure of the amount, 
but it was somewhere in the $30,000 range, 
maybe a little over that.” 

Not bad for a purloined pistol - a 1908 
.25-caliber Colt automatic, to be specific - 
that a very lucky Louisiana man handed 
down to his son, who kept it in the sock 
drawer of his bureau for 50 years before his 
son, Kathy Vellard’s friend Ed Pinkston, 
finally inherited it. 

And now, dear reader, you know what 
happened to Bonnie Parker’s gun. ■

Quality of Life 

Hyde Park Theatre’s Death Tax questions who pays when 
the Reaper comes calling - and before

Lucas Hnath’s play Death Tax begins with a nurse just 
doing her job and a patient who won’t let her. Maxine (Lana 
Dieterich) is sick and expected to die within weeks. The rules 
concerning the taxes on inheritance change on January 
1, and Maxine is convinced that her daughter (Sarah 
Chong Harmer) is paying nurse Tina (Web Jerome) to 
slowly kill her before then. The idea is that the daugh¬ 
ter would inherit more money if her mother dies early 
than she would if Maxine lasts the year. 

Leaving aside the fact that the cantankerous Maxine 
could just change her will or establish a trust 
to avoid the tax if she actually wanted to 
stick it to her child, Tina’s routine check-ins 
with Maxine turn suddenly messy. Tina has 
plenty of problems of her own, too: She has 
a custody battle waiting for her back home 
in Haiti if she can just raise the money to 
fight it. Maxine offers to pay her way there if Tina will keep 
her alive until January 1. That this sort of exchange is entirely 
illegal is not Maxine’s concern. 

Under Artistic Director Ken Webster’s direction, Hyde Park 
Theatre has found a perfectly sized play for its space and its 
people and has matched it to a great cast. Dieterich shows 


all the ways that a bitter woman like Maxine is complicated 
and wounded in her own right. As Tina, Jerome navigates the 
monologues of Hnath’s work capably, and her Haitian accent 
lands. Especially revealing are the scenes between Tina 
and her supervisor Todd (Chase Brewer), the kind of 
nice-on-the-surface loser who lashes out viciously in 
the face of rejection, in total “Cat Person” style. 

Death Tax features five scenes. The first four 
appear to be telling one sort of story, but the fifth 
provides the ending to a very different story. It’s all very 
well written, with the kinds of insightful and 
sensitive character portrayals that are a 
hallmark of Hnath’s writing (The Christians; 

A Doll’s House Part 2). It’s only like someone 
maybe got confused at the photocopier or 
something and put another play’s ending on 
the one you were just watching. It has some 
of the same characters, but as expressed in this production, 
the themes take a sudden turn in another direction. 

If a person isn’t slowed too much by this speed bump of 
a transition in the final scene, then what remains on either 
side of it is thought-provoking and interesting. Hnath’s gift 
to American theatre is his ability to humanize the sorts of

people who are referred to only broadly in public conversa¬ 
tions around complicated social exchanges: immigrant nurses, 
mothers on food stamps, people who are abandoned and 
dying. Death Tax eventually settles around questions of what 
“quality of life” actually means when genuine kindness is in 
short supply.

Montreal native Mathieu Grenier has 
beautifully, willfully stripped image from pho¬ 
tograph in “Expanded Nomenclature,” his 
first solo show in Austin. Currently an MFA 
candidate at UT-Austin, Grenier embraces 
an interdisciplinary approach - something he 
learned while studying photography, video, 
and sculpture as an undergraduate in his 
home city. “I work like a sculptor, and I enjoy 
the possibilities of how an image is framed, 
how it hangs in space,” he explains. “I am not 
necessarily interested in correct techniques; 
the photo can be blurry, you don’t really have 
to know what you’re seeing.” 

Grenier’s work exudes a Zen-like tidiness 
from a distance, though upon closer inspec¬ 
tion, the materials he has chosen to work 
with - metal, vinyl, cotton - serve to disrupt 
these images, which are often cropped or 
tightly zoomed-in. “These photos don’t show 
much, they don’t tell much. I’m deconstruct¬ 
ing myself in order to reconstruct language,” 
he says with a good-natured laugh. 

The main gallery space features sever¬ 
al large-scale deconstructed photographs 
framed by black metal bars, which form clean 
lines that tend to cut right through the imag¬ 
es. The back area features his Field Works 
series, a collection of deep cyanotypes - 
blueprints - saturating large cotton sheets 
that hang on the walls like abstract flags. 
Three thin, black, floor-to-ceiling poles remi¬ 
niscent of those meticulous metal frames 
are strategically installed in the center of 


the room, slightly obstructing the art, but 
also sculpting the space itself. 

The most conventional photograph in the 
show is a Polaroid perched on a shelf next to 
another smallish black-and-white photo; both 
pictures include an open laptop in an empty 
space, though the Polaroid’s eerie appari¬ 
tion of an older man glowing from its screen 
is far more eye-catching. (Larger versions 
of this picture appear in the show, yet the 
teeny Polaroid surprisingly packs the most 
punch.) I ask Grenier if the photographic 
process - be it chemical or digital - is more 
important to him than the photo itself. “I am 
trying to broaden the understanding of an 
image,” he responds, “And I want to make 
the medium of photography as malleable as 
ceramics or woodworking.” 

Grenier grew up in a rural mining com¬ 
munity in Quebec known as the “Asbestos 
Triangle” before moving to Montreal for his 
BFA. He lived and worked for over a decade in 
that city, a place as intertwined with language 
as his own art. (English and French are both 
spoken there.) He points out how Austin is 
like Montreal - a dual-language city, albeit 
with Spanish. Perhaps the overlapping cultural 
differences which make the Quebecois iden¬ 
tity so unique have translated into Grenier’s 
new work here in Austin: The 33-year-old grad 
student clearly enjoys mixing mediums and 
blurring lines when it comes to discovering a 
new language for his photography.

The Texas Prison Museum in Huntsville isn’t a “feel good” 
institution. Almost all aspects of the subject matter hit you in the 
gut with an uneasy feeling. 

The museum doesn’t glorify the system, nor demonize its 
charges. It lays bare the inhuman restraints used in the past and 
the makeshift weapons fashioned by the inmates. If nothing else, 
the museum’s replica of a two-bunk cell illustrates that prison is 
not an ideal living arrangement. 

The star of the show is “Old Sparky,” one of the Texas prison 
system’s electric chairs. Used from 1924 until 1964, it led 361 
men to meet their maker by what was referred to as “riding the 
thunderbolt.” On the wall around the electric chair are impact 
statements from the families victimized by those put to death in 
the chair. The words of the children, parents, and siblings affected 
by the crimes of the condemned can be heartbreaking. 

If there is a bright side to the exhibition, it is the creativity 
shown by some of the incarcerated. Besides their talents for 
fashioning weapons from the likes of steak bones and hiding 
shanks in flip-flops, many showed artistic skill in woodworking, 
leather tooling, and painting. One inmate used coffee grounds 
to create a picture of Bonnie and Clyde (Clyde was a former 
guest of the prison system). 

The Texas Prison Museum is off 1-45 at 491 SH 75 N. in 
Huntsville. The exhibits are open Monday through Saturday from

Okay, I really didn’t want to come off as 
too chauvinistic here, but, wow, what a great 
pair of games and a great pair of wins for the 
US. women in the WWC quarterfinals and 
semis - by identical 2-1 scorelines over prob¬ 
ably the second- and third-best teams in the 
world. But while the scorelines may 
have been identical, the games were 
quite different; Host France seemed 
to control most of the play - with 
more shots and possession - but 
rarely put the American defenders in real difficulty. But on 
Tuesday against England, the roles were reversed, with the U.S. 
controlling play most of the way but looking decidedly fragile 
in the back, as the superb English striker Ellen White split the 
central defenders repeatedly, scoring one goal, netting a sec¬ 
ond that was called back for the narrowest of offside calls, and 
creating an 84th-minute penalty that was saved dramatically 
by oft-maligned U.S. goalie Alyssa Naeher. That’s something 
coach Jill Ellis will have to figure out before Sunday’s final.

That’ll be against either Sweden or the Netherlands, who 
meet in the other semifinal today at 2pm. That game’s pretty 
much a toss-up, but (though they wouldn’t admit it) I’m sure the 
U.S. would rather face the Euro-champion Dutch than defend-and- 
counterattack Sweden, who’s had the Americans’ number recently, 
most notably in the last Olympics when they knocked us out in a 
PK shoot-out that so frustrated U.S. keeper Hope Solo that it 
effectively ended her career. Hard-luck England, meanwhile - bit¬ 
ten once again by the PK bug, albeit in a new and different way - 
is relegated to the third-place game for the second time in a row. 


Both the Gold Cup in the U.S. and Copa America in Brazil are down to the final four as 
well, now on the same schedule as the WWC, with semifinals yesterday and today (July 2-3) 
and all three finals on Sunday, July 7: the WWC at 10am from the Lyon suburb of Decines- 
Charpieu, Copa America at 3pm from Rio de Janeiro, and the Gold Cup at 8pm in Chicago. 

Gold Cup: After solid outings in the group stage, the U.S. reverted to its stagnant pre¬ 
tournament form in Sunday’s 1-0 squeaker over Curasao, who was better than you might 
expect but shouldn’t have been able to outshoot and out-possess a supposed title con¬ 
tender. They’ll have to be better against Jamaica tonight, and especially Mexico (assum¬ 
ing they win their own game against Haiti) in the final. 

Copa America: The tournament didn’t put its best foot forward in the quarterfinals, where 
three scoreless ties were decided in PK shoot-outs. Let’s hope for better going forward.

Rooster Teeth pumps up the volume with its new 
podcasting programming at RTX Austin

The underdog success story of Rooster 
Teeth is now legend. What began as a band 
of friends drunkenly playing video games 
in an Austin bedroom has mutated into a

multimillion-dollar digital media giant. 
This year marks the ninth annual RTX 
convention, which in the past has offered 
animation, gaming, and comedy experienc¬ 
es intended to bridge like-minded audienc¬ 
es from across the Rooster Teeth communi¬ 
ty. For the first time, the Austin studio is 
shining a new light on their podcasting 
expertise - and that of a diverse array of 
partner podcasts - at the inaugural RTX 
Podcast Festival. 

So, why bring podcast programming to 
RTX now? “I think the timing is right,” RT 
co-founder Gus Sorola said. “It’s 
really hotter than ever, which I 
can’t believe I’m saying in 2019 . 

And we’ve been bolstered by the 
success of the animation festival 
and running these almost sub¬ 
festivals within the RTX umbrella 
- it just seems like podcasting is 
the next logical step.” 

Although this podcast programming is a 
new addition to RTX, Rooster Teeth has 
been in the podcast game for 11 years. 
According to Sorola, the RT Podcast started 
back in 2008 - “before Barack Obama took 
office,” he laughed, “to contextualize how 
long ago that was.” Community demand 
was why the show started, and continuous 
community engagement has been the key 
to keeping it vital. Sorola recalled an inces¬ 
sant interruption from a fan during record¬ 
ing that turned into an impromptu, on-air 
conversation. “That seemed like the initial 
spark,” he said. “Then from there it just 
grew; we saw that there was definitely an 
appetite within the audience.” 

“It’s a way to peel back the curtain and 
see a real side of us that’s unproduced,” 
said RT Business Development Manager AJ 
Feliciano. “[Fans] see Gus and [co-founder 


Since the birth of that flagship podcast, 
RT has continued to create new shows as 
unique voices have emerged within the 
company over the years. The studio now 
produces five different shows that tap into 
different niches of the millions-strong RT 
fanbase: Always Open, Off Topic, Dude 
Soup, On the Spot, and the RT Podcast. 

With the RTX Podcast Festival, RT is 
looking to engage not only with their own 
audience, but also a lineup of six featured 
special guest podcasts: This Might Get 
Weird, The Valleycast, Dead Meat, The 
Eavesdrop Podcast, Internet 
Today’s Weekly Weird News, 
and Mile Higher Podcast. Each 
taps into a different neighbor¬ 
ing niche of entertainment, 
each with its own unique 
brand and established popu¬ 
lace that intersect with RT 
culture. “We started [with] 
something that was very video game-cen¬ 
tric,” Sorola said. “Now it’s just about tack¬ 
ing on all these ancillary interests, expand¬ 
ing it and growing it out.” 

“Really, these podcasting audiences are 
communities in and of themselves,” 
Feliciano added. “Our company was built 
off the idea of community, and so when we 
went to these particular creators, there 
was a rhyme and reason to it. They had 
great communities that cross-pollinate 
against Rooster Teeth’s; we knew the value 
of theirs, they knew the value of ours, and 
so it just felt like a real natural fit. We’re 
just super excited because we’re giving 
our communities something new but 
something that we know they’re going to 
gravitate to.”

God Helped 
the Child 

An extraordinary portrait of America’s greatest living 
poet in Toni Morrison: The Pieces I Am

It’s both illuminating and sublimely com¬ 
ical to learn that the international literary 
treasure that is Morrison, alongside her older 
sister, spent her precocious preadolescent 
years practicing her spelling and expanding 
her vocabulary by writing words with a 
pebble on the sidewalk in front of her 
house. “Cat.” “Dog.” “I hat you.” “It.” 

And then, down the street, “F ... u 
... c ...” She never finished that one 
because Morrison’s mother 
caught her in the act and 
put a stop to that particular 
practice session. Witness, 
then, the humble beginnings 
of this African American 
Pulitzer- and Nobel Prize¬ 
winning author, essayist, political radical, 
and Princeton professor emeritus who would 
many years later receive the Presidential 
Medal of Freedom from Barack Obama. From 
such humble sidewalk storytellings, living 
legends are, apparently, born. 


Documentaries about writers and the writ¬ 
ing process are often either overly solemn 
and reverential or, worse, pointless Oust 
go read their work, already) but director 
Greenfield-Sanders sidesteps both by trac¬ 
ing Morrison’s remarkable rise from 
post-Jim Crow America (and all that 
that entailed) to become a genuine, 
and genuinely authentic, global phe¬ 
nomenon, firebrand, and activist both 
on the page and in the flesh. 
With American race relations 
currently mired in a seeming¬ 
ly permanent state of bloody 
stalemate, Toni Morrison: 

The Pieces I Am reminds the 
viewer that the struggle for 
equality on all footings - for black women in 
particular, but life itself in general - is worth 
every hard-won drop of sweat, be it on the 
page, the screen, or the streets. The decid¬ 
edly defiant grande dame of African American 
literature is shown here as an intellectual

and creative dynamo who, at the age of 88, 
shows zero signs of deceleration; if anything, 
she appears to be just getting warmed up. 
Haters beware. 

Told for the most part chronologically, 
Greenfield-Sanders allows the by turns compas¬ 
sionate and combative Morrison to tell her own 
story, and it’s a doozy. The director employs not 
just talking head interviews with the author’s 
contemporaries and champions - Hilton Als, 
Russell Banks, Angela Davis, Harvard’s David 
Carrasco (the latter declaring Morrison’s 
work to be no less than “The Emancipation 
Proclamation of the English language”) - but 
also uses text, archival footage, and, yes, 
Oprah Winfrey to convey the extraordinary 
achievements of this strikingly intellectual and 
eloquent human being. I, for one, could listen 
to Morrison speak with wit, sass, and gloriously 
passionate provocation for far longer than the 
film’s two-hour running time. As influential - 
and at times as feared and loathed by her (gen¬ 
erally) white critics - as any artist of her time, 
this lovely and striking portrait of Toni Morrison 
is a must-see for anyone who cares about 
literature, life, race, and art with a capital “A.” 

Still vigorous and forever fierce - and 
funny - and sporting a range of talents so 
impressive as to be virtually incomprehensi¬ 
ble to us lesser creatives and activists who 
nonetheless seek our own artistic destinies, 
Toni Morrison: The Pieces I Am is required 
viewing. Speaking about her 1997 novel 
Paradise, Morrison recalls that the “Texas 
Department of Corrections banned [the book] 
because they feared it might incite a riot, and 
I thought, ‘How powerful is that?”’ Powerful 
enough to provide plenty of potent inspiration 
to writers, readers, and radicals everywhere 
for a long time to come, I’d say.

The defining sound of Ari Aster’s work 
is the keening wail of grief. That’s how 
Midsommar, the follow-up to his surprise 
supernatural smash Hereditary, truly begins: 
With Dani (Pugh) balled up on her boyfriend, 
Christian (Reynor), shrieking after an unimag¬ 
inable family tragedy. He’s her rock in this 
time, but one that’s really shifting sand. 
Before this nightmare, their relationship was 
crumbling, and that’s the underpinning that 
quickly falls apart under the uncanny stress 
of a highly misguided trip to Sweden. 

Aster swaps occult for cult with his soph¬ 
omore effort, as Dani and Christian, along 
with his fellow anthropology grad students, 
head to a remote Scandinavian village to 
observe their midsummer rituals. This has 
never ended well, but the pair - accompa¬ 
nied by soft-spoken former community mem¬ 
ber Pelle (Blomgren), serious academic Josh 
(Harper), and cliched horndog Mark (Poulter, 
many of whose lines are delivered off-screen 
like post-production sweetener gags in an 
animated comedy) - heads to the land of 
the midnight sun for an excursion into grisly 
folk horror. 

The commune (or, as Pelle corrects his 
friends a little too quickly, the community) 
is a mishmash of rewritten beliefs and 


traditions, as Aster pulls together a smor¬ 
gasbord of Wotanism, late medieval super¬ 
stition, Amish Anabaptism, Mormonism, May 
Queens, Sun King mythology, fertility rites, 
and even spiritualism. The residents are all 
suitably eerie, uniformly blond and blue-eyed 
and wearing white robes that become blown 
out in the summer sun. The American inter¬ 
lopers, in their blues and browns and grays, 
always stand out, and their grisly fates - or 
worse, strange survival - are inevitable and 
executed with Aster’s already trademarked 
cold distance. 

Yet there’s something incomplete, as if 
Aster - a remarkable stylist and formalist 
- gets so mired in the details that he loses 
sight of any bigger picture: It’s all trees, 
no forest. It’s fine to have red herrings or 
Chekhov’s gun, but when you have both and 
you signpost them so clearly, it can become 
a little tiresome. The sowing of seeds does 
bear fruit with the array of illustrations on 
the wooden walls of the community’s huts; 
after all, they depict the nine-day ritual, so 
the American guests have no excuse for not 
seeing all this coming (for an especially deep 
dive, brush up on your runes, as the design 
team scatters meaningful symbols on stone, 
wood, horn, and cloth). At the same time, 
when there’s a bear in a cage and a charac¬ 
ter literally tells the audience not to look, it’s 
two hours of waiting for a bear to turn up. 

Aster is superb at striking a mood and 
maintaining it for the full duration. Reunited 


with his Hereditary cinematographer, Pawel 
Pogorzelski, he pulls off a visual feast that is 
akin to true contemporary avant-garde cine¬ 
ma, like Matthew Barney’s Cremaster Cycle. 
He balances this with some insightful com¬ 
mentary on a failing relationship. It’s easy to 
both sympathize and empathize with Dani, 
and Pugh gives a raw performance that gets 
to the heart of emotional collapse. However, 
don’t overlook Reynor as the other cat’s-paw 
in the cult’s plans. He’s a counterpart to 
Gabriel Byrne in Hereditary, a partner trapped 
in an impossible circumstance without the

emotional tools to deal with what’s happen¬ 
ing - but then, as both characters implicitly 
ask, who does? 

Yet while Midsommar never bores or truly 
overstays its welcome, its languor wobbles 
into meandering tonal shifts, with unlikely 
intrusions of absurdist humor. There are also 
a few leaps of logic that are pivotal to the 
plot, but one depends on the characters hav¬ 
ing no sense of self-preservation and another 
(a suddenly erupting strand about academic 
theses) merely creates cardboard villainy. It’s 
another of those threads that unfurls a little 
too easily, especially since Aster could have 
done more to probe the roots of that illogical¬ 
ity, the rewiring of the brain that two hours of 
darkness a day commits. 

Aster has referred to Midsommar as his 
Dogville. It’s really more his Mother!: a visu¬ 
ally startling melange of ideas and effects 
that audiences will find either enthralling or 
self-absorbed.

What’s a boy to do when his heroes are 
gone? Captain America is old, Thor set off to 
be an Asgardian of the Galaxy, and Iron Man - 
or as Peter Parker knew him, Mister Stark - is 
dead, having restored balance to the universe 
after Thanos and the snap that changed 
everything. Now those five years when half 
of all living beings disappeared have been 
reversed, and that time is now called the Blip. 

After 10 years and 22 films in the Marvel 
Cinematic Universe, the obvious question is 
- what now? After Avengers: Endgame swept 
the pieces off the table, young Spider-Man 
(Holland) is trying to work out how to live in a 
world that moved forward half a decade with¬ 
out him. Fortunately for him, it also stayed 
functionally static for most of the important 
people in his life, as Aunt May (Tomei), 
perpetual crush Mary Jane (Zendaya), and 
best friend Ned (Batalon) all blipped away 
too. This being the MCU, don’t expect any 
deep existential questions about how eco¬ 
systems and economies would recover from 
suddenly doubling populations; instead, the 
great return is dealt with by a couple of great 
one-liners and some fun sight gags, plus an 
opening in memoriam reel that reminds us 
that, yes, these are high school heroics, and 
Peter is still a 16-year-old who is completely 
out of his depth and lacking his mentor. “I 
see his face everywhere,” he tells Stark’s 
old consigliere “Happy” Hogan (Favreau), and 
it’s the literal truth. There’s a sensation that 
the world is missing the founding Avenger, 
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Bad Black

expressed in constant graffiti in foreground 
and background. So it’s no surprise when a 
new superhero, Mysterio (Gyllenhaal), arrives 
from another dimension and fights off a 
horde of Earth-threatening Elementals that 
Parker would see him as a someone to look 
up to. Moreover, with an out-of-sorts Nick 
Fury (Jackson, playing the spy chief closer 
to the withering comedy of Captain Marvel 
than his original cold warrior take) pushing 
Parker to be the next face of superherodom, 
Mysterio really seems like the adult he needs 
in the room. 

Now, comic book fans will automatically 
go, “But wasn’t Mysterio a villain?” and 
yes, that’s undeniably true. But so were the 
Skrulls, and Captain Marvel rewrote that bit 
of lore. What he is here is the kind big broth¬ 
er in the room, the only one Peter can turn 
to who understands his dilemma. Holland 
nailed the young hero’s nervous enthusiasm 
perfectly in his initial outing in Captain 
America: Civil War, and really started to grasp 
the “friendly neighborhood” part of the char¬ 
acter in his first solo outing, Spider-Man: 
Homecoming. Now he takes Parker on the 
road during a field trip to Europe, a pastiche 
of the “today Berlin, tomorrow Amsterdam” 
tourism that makes Europeans roll their eyes. 
It’s here that he really gets to grips with what 
it is that makes Spidey tick: the neuroses, 
the awkward jokes, the need for a father 
figure, the endless enthusiasm counterbal¬ 
anced by his imposter syndrome. That’s why 
Zendaya’s new take on MJ is so perfect - a 
grumpy goth conspiracy theorist who is just 
as awkward as he is. 

Far From Home never forgets that it’s a 
teen comedy-drama-romance, just wrapped 
up in a superhero story. But oh, that wrap¬ 
ping. The big fight sequences are spectacular 
in the way that the series demands of itself, 
with the added bonus of some great architec¬ 
ture. (If you got tired of NYC getting the brunt 
of the beating, now see Prague in flames!) 
Yet the highlight is a psychobattle plucked 
straight from the warped brain of Spidey’s 


co-creator Steve Ditko, built on the basic 
idea that Peter’s most challenging opponent 
will always be himself. The significant theme 
here is that anything can happen in the 
Marvel Universe - or rather, that a world of 
endless possibilities is one that is open to 
conspiracy theories and paranoia, and it’s 
one that seems set to pick up momentum 
in the inevitable sequels. 

Even though this is produced by Sony 
and not Disney, MCU producer Kevin Feige 
has referred to Spider-Man: Far From Home 
as the coda to the Infinity Stone saga that 
bound the franchise together. Think of it as 
the Scouring of the Shire, the vital section 
of The Lord of the Rings that Peter Jackson 
somehow forgot to include in his adapta¬ 
tions. It’s when the characters have to go 
back to their old lives after a conflict that 
has changed their world, and work out who 
they are now. That director Jon Watts manag¬ 
es to do that while keeping the Spidey-style 
he developed for Homecoming, and writers 
Chris McKenna and Erik Sommers keep 
the same sense of bumbling humor they 
displayed in Ant-Man and the Wasp, all while 
setting up the inevitable next phase and hav¬ 
ing fun at the same time? That makes it all 
worth the trip.

AFS ASSEMBLES THE BEST OF INTERNATIONAL 

ANIMATION by Richard Whittaker 

For years, animation fans looking for alternatives to Disney felt like their only options 
were bad anime dubs and Eastern European abstract creations with titles like Square 
Versus Rhomboid. This month, AFS Cinema paints a different picture, with bold adventures 
and terrifying visions created in miniature. 


Zarafa (France, Belgium, 2012) 

American animated features often emphasize 
adventure, exotic locations, adorable animals, 
and family-friendly lessons to be learned, and so 
does the gorgeous Zarafa. Young orphan Maki 
(Max Renaudin Pratt) bonds with another lonely 
soul after his village is burned by slavers; the only 
oddity is that his new friend is a giraffe. With 
reincarnated cows, a Greek pirate queen, a roguish 
Bedouin adventurer, and action that flies from the 
deserts of North Africa to the French Royal Court, 
Zarafa is everything a dreaming youngster could 
ever want from a movie. Saturday, July 6,3:30pm. 

The Brothers Quay in 35mm (UK, 2015) 

There’s something inherently unnerving about 
the juddering gestures of stop-motion, and few 
filmmakers have perfected the dark dream logic 
of the form as eerily as Stephen and Timothy 
Quay. The twins may be American, but they have 
absorbed the traditions of postwar Czech and 
Polish stop-motion to create perfectly executed 
miniature nightmares. Christopher Nolan is a huge 


devotee (it’s not hard to see their influence on his 
1998 debut, Following) and has curated three of 
their most important and cutting-edge works: “In 
Absentia” (2000), “The Comb” (1991), and “Street 
of Crocodiles” (1986), accompanied by Nolan’s 
own short documentary on the animation auteurs, 
“Quay.” Thursday, July 11,7:00pm;Saturday, 
July 13,2:30pm. 

Tito and the Birds (Brazil, 2019) 

Doctor Dolittle once posed that if we could 
talk to the animals, what a neat achievement 
that would be. But this gloriously creepy and 
charming child’s adventure asks, “Wouldn’t it be 
better if we could listen to what the animals are 
telling us?” Throughout history, birds have been 
portents of disaster, and Tito (Pedro Henrique) 
is convinced that his father’s pigeon translation 
machine will help save humanity from a bizarre 
condition where fear turns people into immobile 
lumps. Part ecological warning, part satire, 
all action and heart. Tuesday, July 16,7pm; 
Saturday, July20,2:30pm. 



Zarafa 


Pom Poko (Japan, 1994) 

Japanese animation powerhouse Studio Ghibli is 
synonymous with the fantastical adventures creat¬ 
ed by founder Hayao Miyazaki, but few films ever 
matched the magical strangeness of Pom Poko, 
the 1994 eco-warning by Ghibli co-founder Isao 
Takahata. His protagonists are tanuki - Japan’s 
raccoon dogs - whose home is under threat from 
human developers and have to use their magical 
powers to protect what’s left of nature. A wild and 
weird mix of Watership Down-esque animal drama 
and screwball antics, it never reached the interna¬ 
tional success of Miyazaki’s biggest works. Yet its 


odd charm and mix of hyperrealistic backgrounds 
and silly critter antics live on in the work of anima¬ 
tion superstar Masaaki Yuasa (The Night Is Short, 
Walk on Girl). The spirit parade, where the tanuki 
summon magical forces from their pouches, is a 
jaw-dropping display of imagination. Thursday, 
July 25,7pm; Sunday, July28,1:45pm; Monday, 
July 29,7pm.

Like a dog to a bone, Hollywood loves a good sequel. 
2016’s talking creature animation The Secret Life of Pets 
was a hound’s-eye view of life in NYC, as friendly canines 
Max the terrier (Oswalt) and Duke the fuzzy mutt try to get 
home. This time around, the gang splits up, as Max and 
Duke go on a family vacation, Gidget (Slate) is left holding 
down the city fort, and Snowball the rabbit (Hart) becomes 
a superhero. If that all sounds tonally disjointed, that’s 
because it is. Rather than building to a full, fun film, each 
subplot seems like the pilot to a spin-off animated TV show. 
Aimed squarely at the under-lOs, its combination of cute 
critters and kinetic gags are sure to please the kids. Oswalt’s 
expositional voiceover is there just to give the adults in the 
audience something to occupy them.

THE WHITE CROW

Ballet only has meaning if there is story to connect 
the movements: That’s the gist of what Ralph Fiennes, as 
Russian dance instructor Alexander Ivanovich Pushkin, tells 
the young Rudolf Nureyev (Ivenko). It’s a little unfortunate 
that Fiennes the director did not take his own character’s 
advice for this fragmented retelling of Nureyev’s career, from 
his arrival at Leningrad’s prestigious Vaganova Academy of 
Russian Ballet to his defection to the West in 1961. Told 
primarily through flashbacks, events flip back and forth 
with little rhyme, reason, or true connective tissue, only 
finally crystallizing when Fiennes abandons this unengaging 


staccato cadence in favor of a more conventional tick- 
tock structure for the nerve-jangling showdown in Paris-Le 
Bourget Airport. What holds the film together before that 
nerve-jangling sequence is Ivenko as the young genius, a 
maelstrom of wide-eyed wonder and mean-spirited self-pos¬ 
session, haughty and charismatic.

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Music Advocates Say Convention Center 
Expansion Key to Unlocking City Funds 


Long before the concept of expanding the 
convention center became the hotly debated 
civic issue it is today, music advocate Rebecca 
Reynolds had her eye on a specific bucket 
of city funding - she just wasn’t sure how to 
get it yet. 

The target: hotel occupancy tax (HOT) 
funds. Collected from visitors, the third-largest 
source of city tax revenue currently benefits 
nonprofit arts groups exclusively - the com¬ 
mercial music industry doesn’t see a penny. 
Under Reynolds’ leadership, a coalition of 
music supporters, Music Makes Austin, now 
pushes for a major funding shift that would 
finally get them a piece of the HOT action. 

“State statute says hotel tax funds are sup¬ 
posed to be going to primary drivers of tourism, 
and in Austin, that is our music industry,” 
Reynolds explains, noting there are no laws pre¬ 
venting HOT money from going to commercial 
music. “The fact that we have not been getting 
any isn’t fair. In fact, it might not be legal.” 

Back in 2017, efforts to adjust HOT divvying 
led to the creation of a Visitor Impact Task 
Force. Enter the convention center expansion 
idea, approved by the task force and later, City 
Council. The project would enact a 2% tax 


increase for hotel customers, 15% of which 
could be spent on the arts. Music Makes Austin 
pushes for these newly unlocked funds to sup¬ 
port commercial music, with Reynolds calling it 
music’s only path to get HOT funds without tak¬ 
ing from an existing arts group’s piece of the pie. 

Funded by Gary Keller’s Austin Music 
Movement advocacy group, Music Makes 
Austin has Reynolds serving as president and 
Red River Cultural District Merchants 
Association Executive Director Cody 
Cowan as VP The board represents a who’s 
who of local music and advocacy scenes 


including South by Southwest 

Planning Manager Catlin 
Whitington, C3 Presents 
CFO Emmett Beliveau, White 
Horse owner Denis O’Donnell, 
EQ Austin’s Frank Rodriguez, 
and Austin Music Movement 
President Nick Shuley, plus 
musicians Patrice Pike and 
Nakia Reynoso. 

The long-brewing convention center concept 
faces a roadblock in new political action com¬ 
mittee Unconventional Austin (see “Battle 
Lines Drawn on Convention Center Expansion,” 
News, June 14). The group now collects signa¬ 
tures for a petition opposing the center expan¬ 
sion using HOT funds. A table set up at Radio 
Coffee read: “Support Austin live music.” 

The handwritten signage included 
Waterloo Records, whose owner John 
Kunz has supported the petition, as well as 
Health Alliance for Austin Musicians, who 
have not expressed support. A HAAM repre¬ 
sentative tells “Faster Than Sound” they 
plan to request that Unconventional Austin 
remove them from marketing materials. 
Cowan, former general manager of Mohawk, 
says the PAC did not contact the Red River 
Cultural District before launching the petition. 

“The fact that they’re saying that the conven¬ 
tion center growing will kill music is absurd,” 
says Cowan. “What’s going to kill music is 
doing nothing. A Hail Mary is better than sitting 
on our hands and waiting to get evicted. 
Downtown is going to grow with or without 
music, so we want to be in the conversation.” 

Tourism Commissioner John Riedie, a key 
player in Unconventional Austin - also known for 
managing bands like Mother Falcon - declined 
comment. Riedie also serves as CEO of Austin 
Creative Alliance - which helps artists navi¬ 
gate the process of getting city-funded grants. 

His continued opposition to convention cen¬ 
ter expansion is echoed by Unconventional 
Austin’s Lucas Burdick, writing: “These 
colossal convention centers are money pits. 
McCormick Place in Chicago, the largest con¬ 
vention center in the country, lost $94 million 
in 2016, and the Austin center’s losses keep 
increasing. So it stands to reason that a larg¬ 
er center will have larger losses in the future, 
and soak up more and more HOT revenue.” 

City sources predict the PAC will meet its July 
15 petition filing deadline, forcing a public vote. 


One Small Step for 
Sound Enforcement 

Say you’re working at a business where 
music plays, and someone calls in a sound 
complaint. An Austin Police Department 
officer will show up, and if the sound issue 
can’t be resolved informally, a citation can be 
issued for the violation. Under current proce¬ 
dures, examined in a study commissioned by 
the Economic Development Department, 
these citations can end up addressed to “a 
low-level employee or a manager.” 

According to a June 4 message from 
the EDD to the mayor and Council, work is 
underway to ensure citations are made out 
to venue owners, not unlucky employees. 

The study, conducted by the Responsible 
Hospitality Institute, emphasizes: “The 
path of sound citations in Austin is long and 
winding, and does not necessarily impact the 
correct person. ... Citations are issued to 
individuals and can create a criminal record 
that may impact employment, credit rating, 
and application and renewal for liquor licens¬ 
ing, among other things.” 

Next steps include meetings to create 
a new procedure for issuing citations. The 
department aims for late summer or early 
fall, and plans to host a venue summit to 
inform the music community. 

Various music venue owners told the 
Chronicle sound citations are not typically a 
problem, although they do end up in munici¬ 
pal court for other violations. Instead, it’s 
often bars and restaurants with music who 
receive complaints. Still, Red River Cultural 
District Merchants Association Executive 
Director Cody Cowan says the tensions get 
blamed on live music as a whole. 

“The only people who take enforcement 
seriously are venues,” says Cowan. “I’ve liter¬ 
ally heard stories of bars tearing tickets up 
and throwing them in people’s faces. The 
owner should be held accountable because 
it’s their job to manage the business.” 

The new process, which is good to go fol¬ 
lowing administrative organizing, precedes 
larger overhaul plans based on stakeholder 
feedback. According to the Amplified Sound 
Compatibility Engagement survey, respon¬ 
dents favored passing enforcement duties to 
the Music & Entertainment Division, rather 
than APD. 


R.I.P.: AUSTIN SOUNDCLOUD STAR HELLA SKETCHY 


Austin-launched rapper Jacob Tyler Thureson, 
aka Hella Sketchy, died Thursday, June 27, fol¬ 
lowing a drug overdose. His father revealed, via 
Twitter, that the 18-year-old had spent two weeks 
in a coma before passing in Los Angeles. 

Thureson moved to Austin with his family in 
2013, where he began producing beats. Jacob’s 
mother Judy, who attended Jacob’s memorial 
in Zilker Park on Saturday night, remembers his 


early shows with Austin acts Mason Flynt and 
Yung Bambi. 

“When we moved to Austin, he didn’t have many 
friends and was home-schooled,” she says. “He 
taught himself how to make music in his bedroom, 
and ended up becoming a producer and artist.” 

Hella Sketchy moved to L.A. after signing with 
Atlantic Records. In a statement, the label eulo¬ 
gized him as “an enormously creative, sensitive 


soul who was just beginning to show the world his 
talent and originality.” 

The tragedy has emboldened Hella Sketchy’s 
father, videographer Erik Thureson, to produce a 
documentary on opioid addiction and mental health. 

“The opioid epidemic does not discriminate,” he 
wrote on Twitter. “The conversation regarding drugs, 
depression, mental illness, social media, needs to be 
happening more openly without judgment and stigma.”

Keep Going & Be Strong 

R&B legacy Miss Lavelle White at 39 (or so)

“Don’t go there with my age,” Miss Lavelle White warns me. 

She rolls her eyes in resentment at the three words that 
seemingly punctuate every piece of praise. She’s got a tre¬ 
mendous voice “for her age,” she’s gorgeous “for her age,” 
she’s a spectacular performer “for her age.” Truthfully, 
she’s all those things no matter how many candles burn on 
her birthday cake. 

Still, there’s no escaping it: Miss Lavelle turns 90 today 
- July 3. 

In the Fifties and Sixties, the Louisiana-born White 
starred on a stack of marvelous R&B singles for Houston’s 
influential Duke/Peacock label - including the exhilarating 
“Teenage Love.” Soon, she found herself singing alongside 
Sam Cooke, Otis Redding, and Bobby “Blue” Bland on 
regional revues. Meanwhile, her earliest appearances in 
Austin put her on bandstands at thriving black clubs like 
Charlie’s Playhouse and the Victory Grill. When the “Home 
of the Blues” opened in 1975, Antone’s then became her 
local headquarters. 

First settling locally that same decade, then hightailing it 
to Chicago for an eight-year nightclub stint, White’s return 
to Austin in the Nineties ushered in her most productive 
studio era: three LPs on the Antone’s label, plus the Texas 
Soul Sisters collaboration on Dialtone. Defying retirement, 
she continues to perform weekly with her backing combo, 
the L-Men. 


Austin Chronicle: Who’s the most interesting person you’ve 
ever met? 

Lavelle White: Ray Charles was the most interesting. He was 
just a beautiful guy and he loved to talk. He really built me up, 
telling me, “Don’t be afraid, just keep going. You’ll make it one 
day.” I’d say, “When?” I loved him. 

B.B. King was another. He brought me on the road with 
him. The first place we went was Chicago. He taught me how 
to dress, he taught me how to walk onstage, he taught me 
how to be. That was so beauti¬ 
ful and I miss him tremen¬ 
dously. I’ve thought of record¬ 
ing a couple of his tunes. 

AC: Do you think you’ll make 
another album? 

LW: Oh I am, if God say so. 

AC: On your 1997 album It 
Haven’t Been Easy, you adapted Eddie Floyd’s “I’ve Never 
Found a Girl” to “I’ve Never Found a Man to Love.” Are you 
still open to love and romance in your life? 

LW: Well I am, but it’s a hard thing because, growing older, 
men be looking at younger women. They’re not looking at me. 
They don’t want me because I’m older. Now, no matter how 
old I get, I won’t stop lovin’ men, but there’s two things I don’t 
do: I don’t chase after men, I don’t mess with my friends’ men, 
and I don’t mess with married men. I stay away from that. 


AC: Clifford Antone put out several of your albums in the 
Nineties and 2000s. What impact did he have on your life? 
LW: He had a big effect on me. I came from Don Robey and 
Evelyn Johnson [operators of Duke/Peacock Records] and 
then him. He kept me going, helped me have a place to stay, 
and he paid me. Then Lou Ann Barton did one of my songs 
[“Stop These Teardrops”], cuz he wanted her to do it. I was 
so shocked the day they told me Clifford passed away. I 
didn’t eat for two or three days! It hurt. 

AC: What do you remember about your earliest nightclub gigs? 
LW: I was about 18. One of the old clubs that I sang in was 
the Hamilton Inn in the Fifth Ward of Houston. It was rough 
out there. I can remember getting onstage and trying to 
sing with a band and the audience was all “Booo! Sit down! 
No one wanna hear you!” I’d go ahead and try to sing any¬ 
way, doing Little Richard’s tunes and stuff like that. 

AC: Were you mostly playing for African American or 
white audiences as a young performer? 

LW: All black. I didn’t start singing for whites until about 
1966-67. 

AC: In a 2003 interview with Margaret Moser, you made this 
appraisal of Austin music: “If you’re a skinny white boy 
with a guitar, you got a gig. But no one wants to see a black 
woman with talent.” Do you still feel that way? 

LW: That’s right. I speak the truth. It hasn’t changed too 
much. I’ve gotten a lot of white fans, but it’s like we can 
bend over backwards and turn a flip onstage and they’ll 
look over us. Then someone else will come in and they’ll 
run over you to see them. 

AC: You wrote, but didn’t receive credit for Bobby Bland’s 
hit “Lead Me On,” a truly moving song. Can you tell us 
what it’s about? 

LW: My mother. She was a hard worker. My dad walked 
away from me when I was 5 days old. It’s a sad story that 
people wouldn’t understand. I cried many tears. I went 
barefoot many days. My mom, she couldn’t afford for me 
what she wanted to, but she did her best and I love her for 
it. I had five brothers and it was four girls - nine total. 
Mom worked in white people’s houses, worked in fields. It 
wasn’t a good life. I had a hard life, but it channeled into 
the music because I can look back and say, “Thank God 
that’s no more.” 

AC: If you could talk to yourself at age 18 what would you say? 
LW: I would tell myself to keep going and be strong. 

AC: Do you approach singing more as a musical thing or as 
personal expression? 

LW: It’s an expression to the public. A lot of people come to 
my shows feeling bad and leave happy because what’s com¬ 
ing out of me is for other people. That’s my purpose: to 

make people happy. 

AC: Women are shining in pol¬ 
itics, business, and music in 
2019. Given how much you’ve 
seen women go through during 
your life, does that make you 
happy? 

LW: Women are big now. I 
think it’s great what ladies are doing now. Much greater 
than when I was coming up. We have been held back a long 
time. Thank you God that we are up now and I am glad. ■

BRUCE ROBISON & 
KELLY WILLIS 

Beautiful Lie (The Next Waltz) 

After stepping out solo with mem¬ 
orable country recordings over the 
past two years, Bruce Robison and 
Kelly Willis re-pair for the couple’s 
fourth LP together and first since 
2014’s Our Year. The front half of 
Beautiful Lie offers some of their 
best genre work together, with each 
singer taking song leads as they 
roll into the traded verses of the 
title track. Willis wrings out every 
emotion to a single note with an 
understated power on opener “If I 
Had a Rose” and the aching waltz of 
“Nobody’s Perfect,” while Robison 
launches the album highlight with a 
catchy nostalgic trip on Jack Ingram 
co-write “Astrodome.” When the 
duo finally come together full-on to 
tackle the Amazing Rhythm Aces’ 
1975 hit “Beautiful Lie,” Robison’s 
easy drawl and Willis’ lingering 
twang fold together as if made for 
the twining. Likewise, Robison rolls 
easy into Willis’ charmed harmonies 
on his “Coming Down,” the album’s 
back half tapping the hit songwriter 
for “Heartache to Houston” and 
swirling B3 organ jam “Brand New 
Me.” Willis dishes her own gem late 
in the proceedings, trembling the 
swooning melody of David Ball’s 
“Lost My Best,” which the C&W 
queen sinks into and could have 
easily lifted into a blowout Eighties 
power ballad. Austin’s reigning coun¬ 
try couple remain on a roll and are 
only getting better.

hector ward 
& the big time 

Smile Into Life 
(Blackfinger Records) 

Marked by an adventur¬ 
ous and unbridled local 
recording streak, Hector Ward & the Big Time 
boasts brass-boom bursts, hot riffs, and 
Godzilla-sized vocals. All those ingredients 
garnered the Austin big band acclaim and 
even legendary producer Bob Johnston (Bob 
Dylan, Johnny Cash, Simon & Garfunkel) 
overseeing 2016’s Evolution: Live at the Saxon 
Pub. Yet for every titan throbs an Achilles 
heel, and bottling the boisterous energy of 
the Latin, funk, and blues genres in a studio 
remains a difficult feat on the group’s third 
studio album. Following in the footsteps of 
sophomore album Sum of All (2011), Smile 
Into Life demonstrates a heady expose of 
the eightpiece band’s talent in serving up a 
genre smorgasbord of no-war reggae ennui 
(“Simplify”), wah-wah and delay pedal psy¬ 
chedelia (“Fire Gypsy”), acoustic-jangled 
country (“Sidewalk’s Ends”), and a funky, 
big brass blitz via “Live and Livin’.” Whereas 
the 22-track Evolution pivots on improv, this 
follow-up can’t capture that corporeal nuance. 
Strutted notes in the former turn to metro¬ 
nome sterility on the latter. That said, Smile 
Into Life beams an expert sampler of Hector 
Ward’s life force funk-n-roll even if it can’t 
capture the group’s live lightning strike.

Texan journeyman Gary 
Nicholson’s bashed garage- 
rock guitar in the Sixties, 
fronted folk/bluegrass 
aces Uncle Jim’s Music followed by Delbert 
McClinton’s blues busters in the Seventies, 
and has written massive country hits for 
everyone from Waylon and Willie to Vince 
Gill and Brad Paisley since the Eighties. 

The Great Divide now continues his 
Americana salve for a seemingly irrepara¬ 
ble nation. It ripples with acoustic guitars, 
violins, and Hammond organ, Nicholson’s 
almost-cracking tenor caressing woebegone 
words on recent throat-ripping interrela¬ 
tions. A cynical rewrite of a certain Kate 
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TEENAGE CAVEGIRL 

Candy Cigarettes 

One year out from their self-released 7-inch debut 
- “They’re Gonna Get Ya,” backed with a minimal¬ 
ist deconstruction of the Count Five’s carport-rock 
immortal “Psychotic Reaction” - Austin’s most 
impressive young garage-ists return with 10 tunes 
on 10 inches of vinyl revolving at 33Vz RPM. Sneer 
if you’ve heard this before: They’re a mixed-gender 
guitar/drums duo hemorrhaging enough fuzz to 
resemble a 1000-pound bumblebee sucking up 
mostly Sonics, Seeds, and Cramps reissues. Yet 
Teenage Cavegirl isn’t the White Stripes. She croons 
sweetly while pounding the crap outta the two 
and four beats on a snare and floor tom, like Moe 
Tucker’s granddaughter, while he wrestles that huge 
bee - only opening his mouth on an imaginative rearrangement of Holland/Dozier/Holland’s 
“Leavin’ Here.” Originals “Space Girl” and “Sheena Is a Trash-Bopper” are charismatic enough 
to power the city for years. ★★★^ 


Smith patriotic anthem, retitled “God Help 
America,” sets a despairing tone in duet 
with Ruthie Foster, but highlights “We Are 
One” and “Choose Love” prove Nicholson 
is eternally optimistic. A sunnier, funkier 
disc comes simultaneously from his white- 
blues alter ego, Whitey Johnson. Think 
more classic soul and R&B than rootsy 
Americana genre, despite a closing trio of 
Jimmy Reed-esque shuffles, including wry, 
brighter-side-of-divorce anthem “Upside 
of Lonely,” featuring a McClinton harmon¬ 
ica cameo. Otherwise, the Impressions’ 
light, saucy timbre guides title track 
“More Days Like This,” sustaining through 
Brook Benton-esque McClinton/Guy Clark 
co-write “Starting a Rumor” and all 10 total 
grooves. More Days Like This isn’t a party 
album, but rather a fun, upbeat, blue-eyed 
Southern soul stirring.

Mors Aeterna 
(Argonauta Records) 

Progeny of doomicus 
metallicus with a bite of 
epicus, Destroyer of Light nosedives into 
southern depths and casts shadows of 
Candlemass across a bewitched odyssey 
through a pitch-black underworld. Chorus 
pedals light the candelabra, placing stand- 
alones like “Falling Star” into the songbook 
of Ozzy balladry. While pondering the deep 
dark, vocalist Steve Colca backs away from 
the shrill chills of King Diamond, instead 
reclining his larynx lazily in an angry alt-rock 
chair, as if Johan Langqvist were buried 
under the flesh of Dave Grohl and scream¬ 
ing. Though the Austinites neatly wring the

piece “Burning Darkness” provide enough fat 
to survive the death eternal.

(Relapse Records) 

ShowBiz Pizza’s anima- 
tronic Rock-afire Explosion 
band “turned into a night¬ 
mare” when it became Chuck E. Cheese’s 
Munch’s Make Believe Band, according to 
Pinkish Black’s Daron Beck in a chat with 
the Dallas Observer. Pure marketing jargon, 
that traumatic Eighties pizza chain rebrand 
was called “concept unification” and planted 
the seed for the Fort Worth duo’s fourth, 
and so far best, album. The tragically famil¬ 
iar PB sense of gloom does not abate, so 
the pall remains, but the clouds enthrall. 

On six core tracks, Beck’s usually operatic 
vocal range is a controlled, haunting drone, 
the native Texan casting dark, low keyboard 
moods alongside drummer Jon Teague for 
a science-fiction fever dream of a doom 
and ambient universe. Spellbindingly slow 
but thrillingly complex, Concept Unification 
rises, falls, and relapses with three stand¬ 
out tracks: “Until,” “Dial Tone,” and “Next 
Solution.” Two digital-only bonus songs of 
synth and crunchy industrial refractions beg 
for an online download.

Matthew Logan Vasquez 

SCOOT INN, FRIDAY 5 



Matthew Logan 
Vasquez is moving back 
home. Almost two years 
after his family relocat¬ 
ed to Oslo, Norway, to 
help support his father- 
in-law, the songwriter 
crackles with the excite¬ 
ment of returning to his 
Wimberley outpost this 
coming September. 

“Oslo’s cool, but I’m 
just not built for it,” he 
laughs. “It’s weird to 
live in a place where 
the sun goes down at 
three in the afternoon. 

Lovely, friendly people, 
and a completely differ¬ 
ent culture, but it also 
made me really appreci¬ 
ate mine.” 

When his wife 
and son moved after 
Christmas 2017, 

Vasquez holed up alone 
in his studio to record 
Light’n Up, his third and 
most personal solo LP 
The album bounces with 
the former Delta Spirit 
frontman’s familiar eclec¬ 
tic reach, sincere strums 
(“Ballad in My Bed”), 
playful pop (“Ball Pit”), 
and razing guitar anthems (“Trailer 
Park”), but also reflects on Vasquez’s 
past and present with an introspective 
eye (“Poor Kids,” “I Love My Boy”). 

“It was just a really tough experience all 
around,” he attests of the recording while 
his family moved to Norway. “For me, it really 
was the record that needed to get made, one 
of those things where the best way to get 
through a storm is just run straight into it. 
You put a name to your sorrow so you can 
step on it and shrink it and not be afraid of 


it, and that’s what we did.” 

The recording also reflects Vasquez’s 
tendency of extremes, coming after his 
rambunctious supergroup collaboration 
with Glorietta that mirrored his earlier side 
project with Middle Brother. 

“It’s really bouncing off the other,” he 
acknowledges. “If I’m not continually inter¬ 
ested in what I’m doing, then why should 
I expect anyone else to be interested? I 
think collaboration is very inspiring, but 
sometimes you just need to sit in solitude 
and dig deep.” - Doug Freeman

Summer Fun in Austin - Legal 
or Illegal? 

This month’s Common Law gives do’s and don’ts about pro¬ 
posed summer activities in Austin. 

Can I shoot off fireworks in Austin? 

No. The city of Austin has adopted an ordinance forbidding 
the storage, use, and handling of fireworks within the city limits. 
The Austin Fire Department has aggressively sought compliance 
with this ordinance. The city operates a fireworks abatement 
campaign, which receives nonemergency 311 calls and then 
dispatches units from AFD or the Austin Police Department to 
the complaint location. 

I’ve seen a bunch of people jumping off the bridge over Lady 
Bird Lake thafs closest to Zilker Park. I want to do it, but my 
mom says it’s against the law. Is she right? 

Yes - always trust your mom. It’s illegal to dive or jump from 
any bridge that crosses the Colorado River (Lady Bird Lake) 
within Austin city limits. 


I’m new to Austin and have seen loads of people paddle¬ 
boarding, kayaking, and canoeing in Lady Bird Lake. But I hav¬ 
en’t seen anyone swimming in the lake. Why? Are you allowed 
to swim in Lady Bird Lake? 

No. It is unlawful for any person to swim, bathe, wade, 
or go into the waters of Lady Bird Lake. Violation of the law 
is a class C misdemeanor subject to fines of several hun¬ 
dred dollars. There are several exceptions to the law, such as 
swimming in a permitted event (think triathlon) or trying to 
rescue human beings (jump in to rescue an animal and, in 
theory, you could still be in violation of the ordinance). This 
law is largely for the swimmer’s own good. While Austin’s Lady 
Bird Lake might look inviting from a distance in the summer 
heat, take a closer look and you’ll see signs of the urban 
environment that originally earned the name many longtime 
locals still use: Town Lake. Poor water quality, floating debris, 
and weather-driven changes to the lake’s water volume and 
current are all reasons why the city deems it dangerous to 
swim in Lady Bird Lake.
